A would-be bank robber, 
who held up the Castro Street 
branch of Eureka Federal 
Bank with a long barrel .22 
caliber revolver on Monday, 
February 7, is now in federal 
custody. Thomas Rogers, 46, 
was captured in the base¬ 
ment of a Hartford Street res¬ 
idence by Mission station po¬ 
lice, less than an hour after 
the afternoon stick up. 

An unidentified accom¬ 
plice who was driving a 72 
yellow Dodge getaway car 
with stolen license plates fled 
the scene and remains at 
large, according to police. 

Rodgers has been charged 
with bank robbery and as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon, 
Inspector Tom Horan of the 
SFPD Robbery Bureau told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Horan said that Rodgers 
walked into Eureka Bank at 
443 Castro Street shortly after 
3 p.m. on Monday, pointed 
his loaded revolver at two dif¬ 
ferent tellers, and demanded 
money. 

Rodgers then allegedly 
stuffed several hundred dol¬ 
lars in marked packets of 
cash into a plastic bag and 
fled from the bank into the 
city parking lot on Castro 
Street, where he got into a 
car driven by his unknown 
accomplice. 

The cash packets con¬ 
tained red dye booby traps, 
triggered to explode and 
leave a long lasting and

brightly visible stain over the 
cash and on the robber, Ho¬ 
ran said. 

A woman passerby ob¬ 
served the suspects jump into 
the 72 Dodge and moments 
later the dye packet exploded, 
according to Mission Station 
Captain Joaquin Santos. 

After observing the sus¬ 
pects dump the money packet 
and Rodgers jump the fence 
carrying a gun, the woman 
ran to notify a police officer 
she had just seen on the 
block. 

“Once he got into the car, 
the dye pack exploded and 
both suspects took off run¬ 
ning. The suspect then vault¬ 
ed a fence at the end of the 
parking lot onto Hartford Al¬ 
ley,” Horan said. The officer 
immediately called for back 
up as Mission Station officers 
even then were responding to 
a 911 call and the silent

First Interstate Renews 
Non-Discrimination Clause 
After Intervention by Leal, NGLTF

First Interstate Bank an¬ 
nounced on Friday, February 
4, that it would clear up a 
misunderstanding that raised 
ire among lesbians and gays 
around the country and add 
language to its written corpo¬ 
rate policies than specifically 
bans sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination. 

First Interstate, which op¬ 
erates in 13 Western states, 
said that because sexual ori¬ 
entation was not covered by 
the laws of all the states it op¬ 
erates in, its new written poli¬ 


cies didn’t make specific ref¬ 
erence to sexual orientation, 
but that such discrimination 
by its employees has always 
been banned. 

The bank made the an¬ 
nouncement in a letter to San 
Francisco Supervisor Susan 
Leal after Leal and ten other 
members of the board of su¬ 
pervisors expressed concern 
that First Interstate had 
dropped sexual orientation 
from its non-discrimination 
policy. 

“For clarity we will add 
language to our written cor-

Taiwanese Gays Win 
Right To Avoid Military

TAIPEI — Taiwan’s military has agreed to allow conscrip¬ 
tion-age males to skip the mandatory two to three years of ser¬ 
vice, if both civilian and military psychiatrists conclude that 
the young man is homosexual, the China Post reported 
Wednesday, February 2. 

Unlike the United States, where lesbians and gays are 
working to end an historic ban on homosexuals in the military, 
an increasing number of gay Taiwanese men are using sexual 
orientation to avoid service. 

Taiwanese gay rights activist Chi Chia-wei says he has 
helped as many as 60 gay people skip compulsory military ser¬ 
vice since late 1992. 

“Masculine homosexuals shouldn’t be exempt from the ser¬ 
vice, but feminine gay men should,” said Chi. 

Military officials say all applicants to the exemption will be 
required to undergo two consecutive years of psychiatric ob¬ 
servation in order to prevent false claims, the report said. ▼

Gay Pastor Scapegoated

An Oakland Lutheran pas¬ 
tor faces disciplinary charges 
on Friday, February 18 for 
defying his denomination’s 
ban on sexually active lesbian 
and gay clergy. 

The Reverend Ross 
Merkle, pastor of St. Paul’s 
Lutheran Church in Oakland, 
faces an ecclesiastical trial, or¬ 
dered in December by Bishop 
Lyle Miller of the Sierra Pa¬ 
cific Synod of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America. 

Merkle faces possible re¬ 
moval from the active clergy 
if he is found to have violated 
the denomination’s guidelines 
that require gay clergy to re¬ 
main celibate. 

If the congregation contin¬ 
ues to call Merkle as pastor 
following sanctions by the 
synod it, too, could be suspen¬ 
ded from the denomination. 

Miller is the anti-gay 
Lutheran bishop who brought 
disciplinary charges in 1990 
against two San Francisco 
Lutheran churches for calling 
and ordaining a lesbian 
Lutheran couple and a gay 
man as Lutheran pastors, in 
defiance of the ban set by the 
5.2 million-member denomi¬ 
nation. 

St. Francis Lutheran 
Church and First United 


Lutheran Church were later 
suspended from the denomi¬ 
nation for a period of five 
years over the 1990 ordina¬ 
tions of the Reverend Ruth 
Frost, the Reverend Phyllis 
Zillhart, and the Reverend 
Jeff Johnson. The churches 
now face possible expulsion 
from the denomination. 

In addition to their pas¬ 
toral duties with the congre¬ 
gations, the trio also staff 
Lutheran Lesbian and Gay 
Ministry, a dynamic Bay Area 
pastoral outreach to the the 
gay community. 

Miller was on vacation and 
unavailable for comment 
about his decision to lodge 
the ecclesiastical charges 
against Merkle, who has been 
pastor of the congregation for 
more than a decade. 

Ironically, Miller — who is 
retiring as the synod’s bishop 
sometime this year and will 
relocate to Seattle, Washing¬ 
ton — personally initiated the 
charges against Merkle as one 
of his last ecclesiastical acts, 
despite overwhelming clergy 
and congregational support 
for Merkle throughout the 
synod. 

Merkle and other local 
clergy, including his support¬ 
ers, have declined to discuss 
the pending charges in the 
media, except though a 


spokesperson who represents 
St. Paul’s Lutheran Church. 

“Those of us who are 
aware of this matter have 
agreed that we are not able to 
make statements,” said Pastor 
Lucy Colan of Oakland’s Res¬ 
urrection Lutheran Church. 

The designated spokesper¬ 
son for St. Paul’s Lutheran 
Church, Paul Basting, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the 
disciplinary hearings against 
Merkle were ordered by 
Miller shortly after the fif¬ 
teenth anniversary of 
Merkle’s ordination on June 
15. 

Merkle introduced his do¬ 
mestic partner of six years to 
the 260-member, predomi¬ 
nately heterosexual, congrega¬ 
tion during a service com¬ 
memorating his ordination. 

A service of support for 
Merkle, attended by represen¬ 
tatives of the Network and lo¬ 
cal Lutheran pastors and con¬ 
gregants, was held at St. 
Paul’s on February 6. 

The Network is a national 
group of ELCA clergy and 
Lutheran leaders, including 
retired Bishop Stan Olson, 
who oppose the denomina¬ 
tion’s ban on sexually active 
gay clergy and the denomina¬ 
tion’s refusal to sanction com¬ 
mitted lesbian and gay rela¬ 
tionships. ▼ 


Blue Eyed Bench Warrant 

Buffleb Sought by Police for Missing Court Appearance Da te

A warrant has been issued 
for the arrest of Steffan Buf¬ 
fleb, the so-called “Blue Eyed 
Bandit,” who has been ac¬ 
cused of theft by several local 
gay men. 

Buffleb failed to appear at 
his January 20 arraignment in 
Department 13 of Municipal 
Court on misdemeanor pos¬ 
session of stolen property, re¬ 
sisting arrest, and assault on a 
Mission Station police officer. 
The latter charges stemmed 
from his arrest from a Castro 
area bar on January 14. 

Felony charges against 
Buffleb were dismissed 
against Buffleb, a German na¬ 
tional who is immediately 
identifiable because of the 
blue “eyeliner” tattooed on 
his eyelids, because the 
amount he allegedly charged 
on a stolen credit card — 
which was in Buffleb’s posses¬ 
sion at the time of his arrest — 
was “significantly less” than 
the $400 required to make the 
crime a felony, according to a 
spokesperson for District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith. 


Buffleb was booked at the 
Hall of Justice but quickly cit¬ 
ed and released from police 
custody when the charges 
were reduced to misde¬ 
meanors. 

According to several peo¬ 
ple who claim they were his 
victims, Buffleb ingratiated 
himself by telling people he 
was a German journalist tour¬ 
ing the country, and was 
down on his luck temporarily 
and needed a place to stay. 

Buffleb would allegedly 
come home with the men he 
met in Castro Street bars and 
night spots, stay with them 
for several days, and then dis¬ 
appear — after which the vic¬ 
tims discovered cash, checks, 
and other valuables were 
missing. 

One B.A.R. reader said 
that he met Buffleb on a 
flight from San Francisco to 
Paris last year, and that Buf¬ 
fleb later contacted him with 
a hard luck story that he had 
been beaten up and needed a 
place to stay. 

The man asked Buffleb to 
leave his home after he be¬ 
came suspicious that Buffleb’s 


hard luck story was a con and 
that he was being set up by 
the tourist. 

Anyone who sees Buffleb 
on the street should contact 
Mission Station, give Buf¬ 
fleb’s location, and say there 
is a warrant for his arrest, 
District Attorney Ron Huber- 
man told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Upon his arrest, Buffleb 
must post a $1500 bail to be 
released from custody, pend¬ 
ing arraignment on the 
charges, because he violated 
the terms of his earlier re¬ 
lease on his own recog¬ 
nizance. 

If Buffleb does not post 
bail, he could remain in jail 
for three months while await¬ 
ing trial on the charges, be¬ 
cause of the seriously back- 
logged court docket. 

Even if Buffleb is convict¬ 
ed, it is unlikely that he 
would be ordered deported 
by the Immigration and Natu¬ 
ralization if his travel visa is 
valid, because the charges he 
currently faces are not 
felonies. ▼

Pelosi, Feinstein Get S.F. 
$11M in AIDS Housing Funds

San Francisco has received 
some $11.6 million in federal 
AIDS housing funds for 1994, 
Mayor Frank Jordan an¬ 
nounced last week. 

The funds, authorized by 
the 1990 federal McDermott/ 
Pelosi AIDS Housing Oppor¬ 
tunities Act, are part of $156 
million allocated this year to 
cities with high AIDS popula¬ 
tions, said Steve Morin, an 
aide to Representative Nancy 
Pelosi, D-San Francisco, who 
co-authored the legislation. 

“The funds go to the lead 
housing agency in local juris¬ 
dictions and are based on a 
formula that takes into ac¬ 
count the number of diag¬ 
nosed AIDS cases in the local¬ 
ity,” Morin said. 

Obtaining full funding for 
the legislation “was a strug¬ 
gle,” Morin said.

“Senator Dianne Feinstein 
was very helpful in getting 
the funds. She sits on the 

Veterans Administration/ 
HUD Committee, and she 
should receive a lot of credit 
for getting the money,” Morin 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The legislation authorized 
funding for three years and 
must be reauthorized next 
year by Congress, Morin said. 
$50 million was allocated the 
first year of the program; 
$100 million was allocated 
last year. 

The San Francisco funds, 
administered by the San 
Francisco Redevelopment 
Agency, will be allocated by 
the Ryan White CAER Coun¬ 
cil, which will prioritize the 
distribution of funds based on 
local needs. 

Non-profit community- 
based AIDS and social ser¬ 
vice groups will competitively 
bid for the funds through pro¬ 
posals for contracts, to pro¬ 
vide AIDS housing services 
like rental assistance vouchers 
for people with AIDS, emer¬ 
gency housing services, or as¬ 
sisted living situations. 

San Francisco will use 
most of the funds to develop 
new housing for people with 
AIDS. 

“The AIDS epidemic caused 
homelessness among those af¬ 
flicted by this disease. This 
money will assure people 
with AIDS that they will not 
have to worry about housing,” 
said Jordan. “My office re¬ 
mains committed to doing ev¬ 
erything it can to minimize 
the impact of AIDS. Seventy 
five percent of the money will 
go directly to develop new 
housing, with the balance 
split between rental assis¬ 
tance and supportive services 
for people with HIV disease.” 


Because San Mateo and 
Marin Counties are also part 
of the federal regional district 
used to determine the distri¬ 
bution of funds, they will re¬ 
ceive an estimated 15 percent 
of the $11.6 million for AIDS 
housing service. ▼

Thirteen S.F. Homicide Victims in 1994, So Far... 

Dolores Street Resident Murdered

A gay man who moved to 
San Francisco from Salem, 
Oregon a year and a half ago 
was found brutally stabbed to 
death in his Dolores Street 
apartment on Friday, January 
28, according to San Francis¬ 
co police homicide inspectors. 

The victim, David Powers, 
52, was a historical architec¬ 
ture preservation specialist 
who formerly worked for 
Dames and Moore, an architec¬ 
tural firm, but had recently 
become an architectural con¬ 
sultant, according to his 
longtime friend Walt Strand of 
Salem. 

“He was really just a kind 
little guy,” Strand told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “He was 
very well-educated and had a 
Master’s degree in architec¬ 
ture. He was an extremely 
generous person.” 

According to Strand, who 
knew the murder victim 
“since the mid ’80s,” Powers 
moved to San Francisco in 
1992 “to change his lifestyle.” 

“I think he needed more 
arts that Salem had to offer. 
He had lived here [in Salem] 
for 15 years and was always 
in the same job. He wanted to 
get into more of a gay 
lifestyle,” Strand said. 

Powers is the 13th nerson 


known to be murdered in San 
Francisco since the beginning 
of the year, said Inspector Jim 
Bergstrom of the police homi¬ 
cide bureau. 

Powers was known to fre¬ 
quent a couple of Castro area 
bars and police are asking 
anyone who may have leads 
to contact them with informa¬ 
tion. 

“We know he frequented 
the Castro, we don’t know 
where else he may have 


gone,” Bergstrom told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Although Bergstrom de¬ 
clined to discuss details of the 
homicide, he confirmed that 
Power’s residence had also 
been robbed. 

Anyone with information 
about Powers, or who may 
have seen the victim on Jan¬ 
uary 26 or 27, should contact 
Bergstrom or Inspector Tony 
Camilleri of the SFPD Homi¬ 
cide Bureau at 553-1145. ▼ 


Good News in the East Bay:

The City Council of Hay¬ 
ward unanimously passed a 
human rights ordinance on 
Tuesday, February 8, that 
bans discrimination in the 
East Bay town on the basis of 
race, religion, color, ancestry, 
age, sex, sexual orientation, 
and place of birth. 

The measure was intro¬ 
duced on February 1 and 
faced no opposition from reli¬ 
gious opponents of equal pro¬ 
tections, according to Hay¬ 
ward Social Service Planning 
Manager David Korth. 

The ordinance prohibits 
discriminatory practices by 
the City, businesses, educa¬ 
tional institutions, in public 
accommodations, and in the 
provision of credit by finan¬ 
cial institutions, Korth said. 

The ordinance omits hous¬ 
ing and employment as claus-

Gonzalez said that the two 
tellers who were robbed were 
understandably a little shaken 
up by the incident, but said 
Eureka employees receive on- 
the-job training about how to 
respond to such incidents. 

Gonzalez said both tellers 
acted “very professionally,” 
and that Eureka Bank is “re¬ 
ally good” in assisting tellers 
who are the victims of such 
crimes. 


initiated by the Hayward City 
Attorney or its District Attor¬ 
ney, according to Korth.

Even as police were in hot 
pursuit of the suspect, many 
people on Castro Street didn’t 
really know exactly what was 
happening.

and Castro, was murdered 
two weeks ago during a hold 
up.

Court Rules on Lesbian v. Lesbian 
Child Custody, Visitation Lawsuit

SAN FRANCISCO - A 
state appeals court ruled 
unanimously Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 1, that a lesbian who 
helped raise a child born to 
her lover had no custody 
rights when the relationship 
broke up. 

The Court of Appeal for 
the First Appellate District 
refused to enforce a parenting 
contract between the two 
women, and said Kerry 
Blume could terminate her 
ex-girlfriend’s visiting privi¬ 
leges. 

The decision upheld a low¬ 
er court ruling dismissing 
Georgia Prescott’s lawsuit 
seeking to legally establish 
her status as a parent and 
seeking damages for emotion¬ 
al distress. 

Prescott and Blume acted 


as parents of the girl, who 
was conceived by artificial in¬ 
semination and born in 1985, 
until their breakup in 1990. 
Prescott sued after her visita¬ 
tion privileges were curtailed 
and Blume decided to move 
from Sonoma County. 

The appeals court said that 
since Prescott had never tried 
to adopt the child and the 
contract was unclear about 
her status, the only legal par¬ 
ent the child had was her nat¬ 
ural mother. 

Prescott’s attorney, Karen 
Callahan, said the decision 
made her angry because the 
court failed to honor the con¬ 
tract between the women and 
refused to recognize the 
changing nature of families. 

Callahan said Georgia’s 
role in raising Blume’s daugh¬ 
ter was “just as significant as 
any other parental bond with 


a child.” 

But Blume’s attorney, Car¬ 
ol Amyx, said the decision 
“was to be expected” because 
biological ties took prece¬ 
dence over less formal rela¬ 
tionships. 

“Somebody who’s not a 
parent is not a parent, even if 
she functioned as a parent fig¬ 
ure,” Amyx said. “The court 
is saying that we’re still going 
to decide parentage by using 
biological factors, not whether 
you associated with the 
child’s mother.” V

Interactive Safe Sex 
Video Wins 'Freddy'

Brothers, an interactive 
video about safe sex, won an 
award at 1994 international 
Health & Medical Film Festi¬ 
val. 

Steve Feeback of the Na¬ 
tional Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention, which produced 
the video, says it is unique, in 
that it is “the only interactive 
program” about safe sex. 

The prestigious Freddie 
Awards showcases medical 
films, which it hopes will 
then be rented by hospitals 
and healthcare groups around 
the country. 

The program goes through 
a series of taped situations 
and questions about condom 
use, HIV, and other topics, as 
the user makes selections. 
The program responds differ¬ 
ently with information de¬ 
pending on the user’s selec¬ 
tion. 

Some of the other winners 
in 43 categories include Por¬ 
trait of a Bulimic, Cocaine 
and the Brain, and Poisoning 
Your Child, which is not an 
instructional film. 

Other HIV-related tapes in¬ 
clude A Conversation With 
Magic, a studio video of Mag¬ 
ic Johnson answering ques¬ 
tions about HIV from kids. 


“This is the first year 
they’ve had a category in in¬ 
teractive,” said Feeback. 
“We’re the first gay or AIDS 
organization doing multime¬ 
dia.” 

Brothers was installed at 
the Eagle Creek Saloon, a 
gay men’s bar on Market 
Street at Octavia, until the 
bar went out of business last 
year. The Task Force hopes 
to create other installations 
elsewhere. They will be 
building kiosks to house the 
video program. For now, 
clients use the program for 
drop-in visits to the Task 
Force offices. “It’s an out¬ 
reach tool, and an instruction¬ 
al tool,” said Feeback. 

In a few months they hope 
to have it installed in other lo¬ 
cations. The program was 
produced with federal grants 
and the help of The Bay Area 
Video Coalition. 

Brothers and other tapes 
and films will be screened 
Thursday through Saturday 
at the Sheraton Palace Hotel 
as part of the Health & Med¬ 
ical Film Festival. Tipper 
Gore is scheduled to make a 
Saturday night keynote ad¬ 
dress at the awards presenta¬ 
tion.

Don't Get Frightened, 
Get Involved 

Last week a beat cop gave us his opinions about the recent 
spate of crime that has plagued the Castro, and what he believed 
could be done to improve the situation. Since it’s the topic on ev¬ 
eryone’s mind these days, we thought we’d pass along his advice 
and wisdom. 

First, he said, and most importantly, the area must develop 
more of a neighborhood feel. “The Castro is like an ethnic neigh¬ 
borhood of times gone by, except with the Castro, the ethnic 
group is gays,” he said. “But unlike the old Irish and Italian neigh¬ 
bors who kept watch and helped protect each other, the people 
in the Castro haven’t been doing that so much. 

“There’s nothing worse than speaking with a crime victim who 
says, ‘There were people all around but no one would help.’” 

One example: the recent robbery of Double Rainbow, in the 
middle of the afternoon, right next to a bus stop on the busy Cas¬ 
tro/Market intersection. “It amazes me that with all the people 
around there at that time, that robber was able to get away,” the 
cop said. “In the old days the clerk would have run down the 
street yelling ‘Stop that guy, I’ve been robbed,’ and his neighbors 
would have helped. In this case the guy was able to make the rob¬ 
bery and get to a getaway car without any of the people on the 
street able to provide a description of him or the car. There can 
be strength in numbers, but only if people work together, which 
they aren’t doing now. 

“I’m afraid things will get worse if the Castro gets a reputation 
as an ‘easy’ neighborhood.” 

We’re sure he’s right about that point, and hope that the arrest 
of a bank robber in the Castro on Monday sends a signal to pos¬ 
sible criminals that the area is policed. Even so, the officer said, 
cops “aren’t supermen, and they can’t be everywhere,” which is 
why everyone else must be alert and ready to respond. 

He acknowledged that good Samaritans do put themselves in 
potential danger when they stand up for others, but said they can 
protect themselves by using their heads. He strongly cautioned 
against getting into one-on-one confrontations with suspects, in 
any circumstance, and against confronting anyone who’s armed. 

“Everybody’s talking about crime, but there’s no reason unless 
people educate themselves about how to do something about it. 
When the media pushes fear without telling people about the 
power they have, they aren’t doing anyone any favors.” 

The officer also had sharp words for the media that publicized 
the death of a young good Samaritan who was killed trying to dis¬ 
arm a robber on Fisherman’s Wharf in 1993. 

“That guy’s death doesn’t mean people should stop helping 
each other,” he said. “First off, he broke the number one rule, 
about tangling with someone one-on-one, and rule number two, 
about confronting an armed man. Then what’s worse is that the 
media got ahold of the story and kept on it until they’d made ev¬ 
eryone else afraid to get involved.” 

The officer told the B.A.R. that the first place the community 
can get involved is 911. “Don’t decide yourself whether something 
is important enough to call,” he said. “If it isn’t, believe me, the 
dispatcher will give you the main number. 

“Sometimes people hear gunshots or shouts and they wait; 
when they don’t hear anything after that they don’t call.” In cases 
where the victim has been shot, he said, any waiting is life-threat¬ 
ening not calling is likely to be a death sentence. 

“I can’t believe anybody would not call because they wouldn’t 
want to get involved, but I know it happens,” he said. “That’s nuts. 
The next day it could be you who needed the help.” 

One way the Castro community has gotten too involved in the 
past, he said with a grimace, has been to interfere in lawful arrests 
taking place. “All the cops know that it’s tough arresting anybody 
on Castro Street,” he said. “They’ll be trying to put the handcuffs 
on somebody who’s just assaulted a gay man, and then they’ll get 
hassled by gay people walking by, who have no idea that they’re 
just trying to do their job to protect the community. “Please,” he 
reiterated, “we aren’t supermen. Let us do our jobs.” 

In the meantime, he says, if the Castro pulls together as a com¬ 
munity — hardly a bad thing in any case — it will see an immediate 
reduction in crime, as criminals move on to greener pastures. 

“With all the people on Castro every day,” he said, “there 
should be no reason for bashings and no reason for robberies. All 
it takes is getting involved. It’s easier than you think.” ▼

An HIV-Positive Man Reclaims Sex

After I tested positive six years ago, my sex 
drive practically disappeared. I was 30 years old 
and things were very different then in terms of 
dealing with HIV than they are now. The distinc¬ 
tion between being HIV-positive and having 
AIDS was not as clearly defined. I had recurring 
anxieties about getting sick and dying, about not 
being able to have any children, and about in¬ 
fecting others. 

Afraid that getting into a sexual situation 
would bring these anxieties to the surface, I 
stopped having sex completely. At one point, I 
felt so depressed I couldn’t even masturbate, ex¬ 
cept maybe once or twice a month. I couldn’t dis¬ 
close my feelings because I feared people would 
think I was abnormal. It was very embarrassing 
and frightening to feel I had lost so much of my 
sexuality that I couldn’t even get stimulated. 

During this depression, I evaded anxieties by 
becoming a “workaholic,” getting a new hobby 
a week, and actively avoiding social situations 
where intimacy could lurk. This was extremely 
foolish because the anxiety began to well up in¬ 
side me. After some time, it became more than 
I could handle. Finally, I bottomed out. I was up 
all night with the worst anxiety attack I’d ever 
experienced. The next day I wasn’t sure what 
happened, but I knew that I had to do some¬ 
thing. I couldn’t go on like this. 

Change comes 

Even though I had been urged by several peo¬ 
ple to join a support group, I was initially very 
skeptical of therapy. Discussing my problems 
would force me to consciously admit they exist¬ 
ed, and I was still very much in denial. 

Eventually, I did join a gay men’s therapy 
group. My first experience there reinforced my 
initial cynicism. The group counselor vocally ob¬ 
jected to my celibacy, saying it was wrong to be 
this way. Whether or not this was true, I felt I 
shouldn’t have to explain my reasons to him in 
front of everyone. So I quit the group, probably 
worse off than when I started. 


At a friend’s rather persistent suggestion, I be¬ 
gan individual therapy a couple of months later. 
I was reluctant at first — the experience with 
group therapy was still fresh in my mind, and I 
wasn’t ready to relive it — but as time and ses¬ 
sions passed, I loosened up and became able to 
frankly discuss the problems that I was having. 
I helped me to get back in touch with my opti¬ 
mistic side that had been buried under all that 
anxiety. 

Group therapy had been filled with “gloom 
and doom,” instead of setting goals, as we did in 
individual therapy. The individual therapist un¬ 
derstood my situation and tried to help me 
through it, rather than making an instant judg¬ 
ment call. After a few months, I felt the weight 
being lifted slowly off my shoulders. 

A great turning point came after about six 
months of therapy. I left a session feeling so in¬ 
spired that I went home immediately and mas¬ 
turbated. This may not seem like a big deal, but 
at the time it was as if I had turned to an entire¬ 
ly new page in my life. 

Now, I feel much more inclined to aggressive¬ 
ly pursue something that has sexual potential — 
I would even dare say that I am approaching sex¬ 
ual normalcy. Although I don’t go out much, I 
can now feel comfortable doing so. Even as re¬ 
cently as a year ago, I would never have given it 
a second thought. 

Words of advice 

Admittingsomethingwaswrongbecamemy 
first step to sexual and social recovery. If you 
can get over that hurdle, you have already made 
the most difficult move. I never thought I could 
open up because I felt so dirty inside. Individual 
therapy was a much greater help than I expect¬ 
ed. Now I wish I had gone immediately after 
testing positive instead of waiting so long. It has 
made an incredible difference in my attitude to¬ 
ward relationships, my social life, and even my 
sleeping habits. People should be reminded that 
there is nothing wrong being in therapy for a 
couple of years as long as the end result is per¬ 
sonal fulfillment. ▼

Shock, Seizures and Bodily Injury 

I am writing to express my disappointment and 
anger at the way a medical emergency was handled 
at the popular gay club, the End Up, on Sunday af¬ 
ternoon, Jan. 16, 1994. 

No sooner had I moved onto the dance floor early 
that afternoon, when I noticed a young woman whom 
I did not recognize, convulsing while fully standing, 
her eyes rolled back in her head, her jaw dropped and 
her hands distended and visibly blue. She was in¬ 
coherent and unable to respond to my questioning 
whether she was OK or not. It appeared to me that 
she was suffering some kind of seizure, very likely 
drug related and needed prompt medical attention 
(few people are not intoxicated at the End Up on a 
Sunday afternoon). I am not a health care professional 
but I could recognize her symptoms as being life- 
threatening, so I told the door man to check her out 
and to call an ambulance immediately. 

What was bewildering was the fact that no one else 
in the entire crowded club noticed that this woman 
needed help. That is how little cameraderie there is 
at this club — people go with their friends to hang out 
but they seem oblivious to each other and preoccupied 
with their own “good time.” 

The employees of the club made no effort to escort 
this poor woman off the dance floor to somewhere 
quiet and accessible to medical personnel. Instead, she 
was allowed to remain standing and convulsing alone, 
an obvious danger to herself and others. No announce¬ 
ment was made from the DJ booth as to whether a 
medical professional was present or encouraging pos¬ 
sible friends of this woman to identify themselves. It 
was as if the staff wanted to hide the incident from the 
rest of the club-goers, lest it ruin their “good time.” 

Furthermore, none of the staff appeared to be train¬ 
ed in first aid, CPR or emergency medical training. 
Were she experiencing cardiac or respiratory failure 
due to a drug overdose, she would have certainly died. 
And given that she was barely conscious, she could 
easily have toppled over and seriously injured herself 
at any moment. When I tried to intervene, to expedite 
an ambulance, I was told to “butt out” — that it was 
the staffs concern and under control. 

Needless to say, I was very frustrated when an am¬ 
bulance did not arrive within a reasonable time after 
notifying the door man to call for one (which he told 
me he did do). Finally, perhaps 15 minutes later, a po¬ 
liceman arrived but he was not escorted to the con¬ 
vulsing woman immediately as I had expected. When 
I asked him if he was looking for a young woman on 
the dance floor, he replied: “No, I’m looking for my 
partner, have you seen him?” 

To this day, I do not know what happened to this 
poor woman; I left the club with my friend at this point 
because I was so disturbed at the lack of concern for 
this person expressed by the staff and authorities. I 
was merely an observer who was unfortunately not 
properly trained to assist in such emergencies. 

If there is a lesson to be learned, it is that the End 
Up and all public bars, restaurants and clubs for that 
matter, should be required to have a minimum of at 
least one staff member present at all times who is 
familiar with basic life support methods such as treat¬ 
ment for shock, seizures, bodily injuries, mouth-to- 
mouth/mask resuscitation and CPR. I am surprised 
and disappointed that an establishment that promotes 
alcohol use and practically condones recreational drug 
use cannot handle the likelihood of a drug/alcohol 
overdose. 

Can we all please try to take care of ourselves and 
our community a little more? Certainly it is not a con¬ 
tradiction to while havinga good time, being concern¬ 
ed and responsible for each other at the same time.

There is a meeting scheduled to discuss changing 
the name of the summercelebration. And what a show 
that parade in June will be whatever the name chosen. 
Each of those open-mouth kissing tongue and tonsil 
shows — you know, the ones where you can see in 
through the side of the mouths — I figure each one 
of those captured on Pat Robertson’s Family Chan¬ 
nel is worth about $100,000 to the kkkristian right. 
They know how to raise money and public disdain of 
us. Stonewall 25 will be the crown jewel of them all 
as the Homo Wall grows taller and wider from the 
public behavior of less than one percent of the gay 
community.

Under Revision 

I am responding to some of the issues raised in the 
letter titled, “Kick JROTC Out” in the Jan. 13,1994 edi¬ 
tion of the Bay Area Reporter. 

First and foremost, the letter describes JROTC as 
a “military invasion of our schools” and that students 
are sometimes assigned to the program involuntari¬ 
ly. Not so. The JROTC program in the San Francisco 
Unified School District is a District program over 
which I exercise control as I do over all other District 
programs. Student enrollment in JROTC is strictly 
voluntary. Students in the JROTC are not, and never 
will be, “drafted” into the program. 

The letter also cites a sentence taken from the con¬ 
text of an 11th grade textbook as evidence that “text¬ 
books used in JROTC are overtly racist” in that it 
describes the success of the Army’s campaigns against 
the Indians as “fortunate.” I have reviewed the passage 
in the context of the chapter on military history in 
which it is found. The chapter describes the actual ac¬ 
tivities of General Custer as anything but heroic and 
makes it plain that the westward expansion was car¬ 
ried out in direct violation of treaties and promises 
made to Native Americans. Nevertheless, I have been 
assured that the text is currently under revision and 
that the new texts will not contain the sentence cited 
in the letter. 

As stated above, JROTC in the SFUSD is under my 
supervision, not the Army’s, and as such, it will func¬ 
tion as a positive and non-discriminatory program in 
which enrollment is voluntary. I believe JROTC is an 
option which continues to have important benefits for 
many students. If there are problems within our pro¬ 
gram which need correction, I will be pleased to ad¬ 
dress them.

Community College Correction 

Scott Lankford and his colleagues in the 
Foothill/DeAnza Community College District are to 
be complimented for obtaining domestic partners’ 
health benefits. However, they do not have “the first 
community college domestic partners health benefits 
contract in the country;” the San Francisco Commu¬ 
nity College District (SFCCD) was first, at least in the 
Bay Area and the Peralta Community College District 
in Oakland and Berkeley appear to be the second. 

Starting July 1,1991, San Francisco faculty and staff 
could enroll their domestic partners (as defined by 
San Francisco ordinance) in District medical benefit 
plans. Enrollment of domestic partners costs an 
employee the same as enrollment of a legally recogniz¬ 
ed spouse. 

Starting Jan. 1, 1992, District-paid dental and 
prescription benefits were extended by the SFCCD 
Board of Trustees to all domestic partners who had 
enrolled in a District medical benefit plan. 

The Peralta District instituted domestic partners’ 
coverage for all employees on July 1, 1992.

Scouting for What You Are 

The following letter was sent to George Nix¬ 
on, San Francisco: 

You recently responded to our solicitation for a con- 
tribution to the STAND UP! SPEAK OUT! 
Campaign. 

A few persons have written to us concerning the 
alleged “discrimination” being practiced against gay 
persons by the Boy Scouts. We believe this allegation 
is a mistake, and requires clarification and correction. 

The Boy Scouts of America, San Francisco Coun¬ 
cil, is in full compliance with the law of the United 
States. Gay persons are not included in provisions of 
Title VII, Civil Rights Act of 1964, nor any additional 
legislation, which defines the requirements for pro¬ 
tection of minorities who have historically suffered 
from discrimination. The campaign by gay groups to 
achieve national acceptance of their lifestyle, and to 
become a “protected group” under the law, has not, 
as of now, succeeded. Therefore, allegations of “dis¬ 
crimination” against the Boy Scouts make interesting 
headlines, but have no basis in fact. 

The Boy Scouts of America is a membership organ¬ 
ization. The criteria for joining and belonging are 
defined by its history and by the constituency of 
parents whose children become, by personal choice, 
Scouts. Acceptance of the Scout Oath and Scout Law 
are the primary requirements for membership. Those 
persons who cannot, for whatever personal reasons, 
affirm the Oath and Law cannot become volunteers, 
members and Scouts. This position has been recent¬ 
ly confirmed by the U.S. Supreme Court and in the 
decision on Welsh vs. The Boy Scouts of America. 

In having requirements for participation, the Boy 
Scouts are no different than any other membership 
organization — be it a voluntary community organi¬ 
zation, a church, a fraternal lodge — which sets criteria 
for joining and belonging. Roman Catholic churches 
do not “include” Methodists and Baptists, nor do 
Masonic Lodges admit those who have not joined the 
Masons. 

The Boy Scouts is a voluntary organization. We in¬ 
clude persons who, in accepting our membership re¬ 
quirements, choose to affirm our principles and 
support Scouting. We are not required to accept, nor 
do we seek the support of, anyone who cannot accept 
the moral values and mission of Scouting.

The following letter was sent to Dr. Thomas 
R. Bennett, Boy Scouts of America, 

Oakland: 

I was born and grew up in the British Isles. One of 
the families that I lived with was headed by a British 
stevedore’s (longshoreman’s) union leader and his 
Warsaw-born, Auschwitz survior wife. One of the last 
survivors of the Warsaw ghetto, she survived until the 
liberation of Auschwitz by the Red Army. 

In addition to her Holocaust survivor friends, I 
worked under a Polish-Jewish foreman who had 
escaped from a fascist labor camp and at the age of 
16, hiked to Spain and I had as my dentist a Viennese 
Jew who had left Austria just before World War II 
started. 

One of my current friends is an American-born Jew. 
His mother and father left asmall town near Munich 
in the 1930s. The town in which his grandparents, 
uncles, aunts and cousins lived now officially has no 
Jews living there. They all died in the fascist 
Holocaust. 

So whether the courts in the U.S. recognize gays and 
lesbians as a persecuted minority is as important to 
me as whether the courts in the fascist countries 
recognized Jews as a persecuted minority. 

What matters is that I know you and your neo-fascist 
colleagues for what you are.

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Is It in the Bag for DiFi? 


D ianne Feinstein, our 
state’s “senior” U.S. 
senator, goes into 
this year’s re-election 
campaign for a full six-year 
term looking invincible. The 
latest Field Poll shows the 
former San Francisco mayor 
with an astounding 87 percent

name identification — 59 per¬ 
cent of which is favorable and 
only 28 percent unfavorable — 
and this is a poll in which 
nearly half of those queried 
identified themselves as regis¬ 
tered Republicans. 

When you add to this the 
possibility of a nasty Republi¬ 
can primary battle between 
former Representative Will¬ 
iam Dannemeyer, the homo- 
phobic right winger from Or¬ 
ange County, and multimil¬ 
lionaire first-term Representa¬ 
tive Michael Huffington from 
Long Beach, the November 
chances for incumbent Fein¬ 
stein appear even better. 
Some Republicans fear the 
results of a fracas between 
the moderate Huffington and 
the ultra-conservative Dan¬ 
nemeyer, the first shots of 
which will likely be heard at 
the state California Republi¬ 
can convention being held in 
Burlingame February 25-27. 

Dannemeyer, long a thorn 
in the side of many state Re¬ 
publicans, actually holds a 
slight edge in the Field Poll 
over Huffington, but both 
lose badly to Feinstein (by 2- 
1 margins) in the same poll. 
Although Dannemeyer now 
looks like the darling of the 
conservatives in the state 
GOP, Huffington’s supporters 
are saying they will spend 
whatever it takes to land the 
nomination in June. If the rep¬ 
resentative wins, he can be 
expected to spend millions — 
some say as much as $30 mil¬ 
lion of his own money — to 
take on Feinstein. 

However, the November 
face-off between Feinstein 
and either of her prospective 
Republican opponents looks 
so good for her at this point 
that some of her political han¬ 
dlers are concerned about 
complacency setting in. Fein- 
stein’s supporters keep telling 
her that “this is in the bag,” 
even though Huffington’s 
deep pockets (a personal for¬ 
tune estimated at $400 mil¬ 
lion) could make a November 
match-up between the two a 
race. 

And though it may cur¬ 
rently look like smooth sail¬ 
ing for Feinstein, she might 
do well to consider other 
high-profile Senate contests, 
such as the 1992 New Jersey 


race when the popular incum¬ 
bent Senator Bill Bradley was 
favored to win in a walk only 
to eke out a victory by a few 
hundred votes. Prediction: 
Huffington, after a nasty pri¬ 
mary battle, wins the GOP 
nomination, then spends tens 
of millions of dollars in the 
November general election, 
and Dianne Feinstein still 
wins easily.

Look for the state GOP to 
target some particular state 
Senate seats in November. 
Fourteen of the 20 seats up 
for grabs are now held by 
Democrats, and the Republi¬ 
can Party would dearly love 
to pick up a couple of them.

y memories of 
Valentine’s Days 
past are vague. I 
have a few images 
of going to the five-and-dime 
to pick out a pack of card¬ 
board valentines to sign and 
exchange at grade school. 

To express my affection 
for my gal pals in high school, 
I spent hours on Valentine’s 
eve with magazines, scissors, 
and glue, designing “friend¬ 
ship” cards in time for the 
holiday. 

However, I turned a cold 
shoulder to the efforts of my 
high school boyfriend, who 
sweetly expressed his fond¬ 
ness for me with cards, candy, 
and flowers. I remember 
growing uncomfortable, even 
irritated, with his genuine 
gestures of affection. 

Then Valentine’s Day dis¬ 
appeared for a while. It 
wasn’t even a blip on my cal¬ 
endar for about a decade as I 
turned an even colder shoul¬ 
der on the very idea of ro¬ 
mantic involvement, dismiss¬ 
ing the need for a boyfriend 
with such ambitious career 
plans ahead. 

Then the chill thawed with 
the woman who finally 
brought me out of my self-im¬ 
posed cloister. Romance was 
everywhere for a while. But 
by the time Valentine’s Day 
rolled around again, she had 
left me for someone else. 

Damage done 

Fortunately, the necessary 
damage to my closet walls 
had already been done. That 
first girlfriend introduced me 
to passion, love, lust, and frol¬ 
ic of all sorts. Who needed 
Valentine’s Day when your 
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lover would spontaneously 
kidnap you to New York for 
a weekend, offering no sight¬ 
seeing beyond the hotel 
room? I was enraptured and 
wrapped around the very 
thought of her little finger. I 
wrote to her constantly when 
I wasn’t with her — letters, po¬ 
ems, confessions, polemics. 
Some I sent, some J didn’t, 
but I wrote and wrote. 

By the time of the 
breakup, she taught me much 
of what I needed to know: 1) I 
was a lesbian and not, as I 
had long feared, non-sexual; 2) 
being a lesbian is political in 
this culture; and, thanks to an¬ 
other one of her wild week¬ 
end excursions, that 3) San 
Francisco has advantages 
over Boston. 

For these reasons alone, I 
should send a valentine to 
this ex every year. But there’s 
another reason to send a note 
of sentimental, if not roman¬ 
tic, affection to my ex. We’re 
still friends. 

Of course, we are; we’re 
lesbians and we recycle. Yes¬ 



terday’s lovers return as to¬ 
morrow’s friends. And, just as 
often, today’s friend may well 
be tomorrow’s lover. 

The first lesbian party my 
first lover and I attended to¬ 
gether was made up of her 
well-established lesbian social 
circle. As I slipped out of the 
crowd for a moment, a wom¬ 
an approached me, intro¬ 
duced herself. I asked her 
what her connection was to 
the couple giving the party. 
“Do you know Beth or Nik¬ 
ki?” I asked. She laughed, fi¬ 
nally letting me in on the joke 
it took me a few more years 
to get: “You’re the only one 
here I haven’t slept with.” 

At the time, I was a bit 
scandalized, wondering how 
they could be so comfortable 
as friends when they were all 
ex-lovers. 

I mistook the friendship 
between ex-lovers as an indi¬ 
cator that the love relation¬ 
ship had not been strong in 
the first place. How else could 
they endure one another as 
friends if they had really 
been in love? I presumed. 

But presumptuous I was, 
and filled with heterosexist 
presumption at that. 

Men and women in our 
culture are so discouraged 
from being friends across gen¬ 
der lines that often (and this 
is offered in contrast with 
same-sex couples) when love 
is gone from a heterosexual 
relationship, there’s no room 
left for friendship. 

If the shoe fits ... 

Ironically, the mythology 
of bigotry suggests that homo¬ 
sexual relationships are de¬ 
fined solely by sex, when, in 
fact, the shoe may be on the 
other foot. 

Upon break up, straight 
men return to the male 
friends for consolation and/or 
congratulations, and women 
retreat to their female (and 
gay male?!) friends.

Children and material 
goods may offer straight cou¬ 
ples more reasons to reconcile 
or to haggle, in comparison to 
the tendency of gay and les¬ 
bian couples to keep a clearer 
sense of individual property. 

All of these are, of course, 
generalizations, but I do think 
that one of the blessings — or 
is it merely a survival necessi¬ 
ty in small communities? — of 
gay life is that lesbians and 
gay men find a wider range 
of ways to incorporate ex¬ 
lovers into their lives as 
friends than straight couples 
do. 

In fact, I find it difficult to 
go to a party or performance 
where someone isn’t some¬ 
body’s ex. 

So this year I’m celebrat¬ 
ing the current romance in 
my life by sending valentines 
to my ex-lovers. 

They are, after all, the 
ones who groomed me, nur¬ 
tured me, humbled, hoisted, 
and hauled me to where I am 
now — which is in the bliss of 
a loveship worth the wait.

I wanted to go 
with every lesbian I met, des¬ 
perately hoping, now that I 
had discovered my ability to 
love, that some woman would 
want me to hone my skills 
with her. 

Some did, some didn’t. 

So I wrote and wrote 
while learning to love and be 
loved. 

To my ex-lovers, thank 
you. 

I’m glad we’re still friends.

porate policy to state more di¬ 
rectly our existing policy,” 
Julius Loser, the bank’s assis¬ 
tant general counsel, wrote 
Leal. 

Leal said that her office 
would continue to monitor 


the implementation of the 
policy and said the incident 
was "another example" ot the 
need for federal lesbian and 
gay civil rights legislation. 

Leal also praised the ef¬ 
forts of the Workplace Project 
of the National Lesbian and 
Gay Task Force, which mobi¬ 
lized a protest against inci¬ 
dent by notifying members of 
America On-Line, a national 


computer billboard and elec¬ 
tronic communication service. 

Subscribers to the service 
began contacting First Inter¬ 
state to protest the omission 
of sexual orientation protec¬ 
tions in its written policies. 

“ I’m very happy with the 
Bank’s response,” Leal said. 
“It’s like any victory. It give 
us all the motivation to keep

“AIDS is spread primarily in 
two ways, because of drug 
users using unsafe needles and 
because of unsafe sex —pri¬ 
marily homosexual sex,” said 
the speaker to the junior high 
school audience. The date was 
February 3; the speaker was 
President Bill Clinton. 

Perhaps the ingratiating 
chameleon president was still 
in mid-morph of personae be¬ 
tween his prior public appear¬ 
ance, a speech before the Na¬ 
tional Prayer Breakfast, and a 
subsequent one. 

In any case, the White House 
did not take the opportunity to 
correct and clarify the Presi¬ 
dent’s factual misstatement. 

When questioned the follow¬ 
ing day at a regular news brief¬ 
ing as to whether the President 
was spreading misinformaion 
and homophobia as some ac¬ 
tivists had charged, Spokes¬ 
person Dee Dee Myers did not 
clarify — but instead stressed 
the “personal responsibility” 
content of Clinton’s discussion 
with the students. 

Myers also added another 
misstatement when she said 
the president pushed for “full 
funding of Ryan White” AIDS 
care funding. While “full fund¬ 
ing” was the pledge of the can¬ 
didate, the president in fact 
scaled that back, supporting an 
increase but not the full fund¬ 
ing of these activities. 

“As a gay man, I am out¬ 
raged that the Clinton admin¬ 
istration is standing by a state¬ 


ment that is an outright lie,” 
said Wayne Turner of ACT 
UP/Washington. 

This troubling episode 
follows a pattern set last Oc¬ 
tober when AIDS czar Kris¬ 
tine Gebbie had the audacity 
to suggest that America was “a 
repressed Victorian society 
that misrepresents informa¬ 
tion, denies sexuality early, 
denies homosexuality — par¬ 
ticularly in teens — and leaves 
people abandoned with no 
place to go.” 

At that time the administra¬ 
tion reacted by muzzling Geb¬ 
bie, not even letting her issue 
her own “clarification.” That 
came from the White House 
press office, which issued a 
statement in Gebbie’s name. It 
stressed the “A” word, abstin¬ 
ence. Clinton, who as a candi¬ 
date all but admitted adultery 
on national television, was 
himself reading from the 


abstinence script last week, 
but added another chapter. 

If the President truly be¬ 
lieves that “homosexual sex” is 
one of the primary ways that 
AIDS is spread, then it be¬ 
comes even more difficult to 
understand the public educa¬ 
tion/prevention campaign re¬ 
cently launched by his Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services. The massive televi¬ 
sion and radio campaign was 
totally devoid of messages or 
activities targeted to homosex¬ 
uals. 

For the President to identify 
“homosexual sex” as one of 
the two primary ways AIDS is 
spread, and then refuse to im¬ 
plement education programs 
targeted to this group, can only 
lend credence to the charges of 
those such as Larry Kramer 
who label the government’s 
response to AIDS as 
“genocide.” ▼

Direct Your Attention to Disrespect

What do you get when you combine The 
Mayor of Castro Street, written by Randy 
Shilts, and Black San Francisco, written by 
Dr. Albert Broussard? Insight into the animos¬ 
ity that now exists between some white polit¬ 
ical activists and politicians who are members 
of the gay and lesbian community, and African- 
American activists and politicians who happen 
to be straight. The books, taken together, lead 
to the conclusion that in terms of political “ar¬ 
rival” in San Francisco, the gay movement is 
decades ahead of gay movements throughout 
the rest of America, and the African-American 
movement is decades behind other African- 
American movements throughout the rest of 
America. The Mayor of Castro Street and 
Black San Francisco explains the imbalance. 

Shilts and Broussard tell of the coming to 
San Francisco of gays and African-Americans, 
and the reasons for our arrival (I say “our” be¬ 
cause members of my community are mem¬ 
bers of both communities). Both African-Amer¬ 
icans and gay men heard they could be freer in 
San Francisco: African-Americans in terms of 
social freedom from legally-sanctioned discrim¬ 
ination based on race; gay men in terms of 
freedom to be “out” with 
their sexuality. The reasons 
for coming here, as well as 
the time of the migrations, 
is significant to understand¬ 
ing why we are ahead and 
behind. 

The migration of 
African-Americans to San 
Francisco took place in 
great measure during the 
World War II era. 27,000 
African-Americans migrat¬ 
ed here between 1941 and 
1945, as the war industry 
required .more “unskilled” 
to “semi-skilled” workers. 

The migration of gays did 
not occur, in earnest, until 
the early 1970s. The num¬ 
ber of gay men who migrat¬ 
ed is unknown, for obvious 
reasons. African-Americans 
were restricted to Tele¬ 
graph-North Beach, West¬ 
ern Addition, Hayes Valley, 
and Bayview-Hunter’s 
Point. Gay men lived 
throughout San Francisco, 
but many moved to the 
Castro. African-Americans 
were the target of restric¬ 
tive covenants, and educa¬ 
tion and employment dis¬ 
crimination. Gay men were, 
and often are, “unde¬ 
tectable” regardless of the 
situation they found or find 
themselves in. 

If you are a white gay 
man, imagine being born 
with an immutable physical 
characteristic that distin¬ 
guished you from the ma¬ 
jority of people surrounding you — most of 
whom are ignorant to the fact that people exist 
with immutable characteristics different from 
their own. Imagine that your immutable char¬ 
acteristic is deemed threatening to the major¬ 
ity, and thus you and others like yourself are 
subjugated from birth. 

This scenario is probably a nightmare for 
many white gay men, but if it were true, it 
would mean your chances of having good 
health, safety, higher education, and career ad¬ 
vancement would be severely limited, all be¬ 
cause the majority of people around you were 
ignorant and scared. Thank god that for much 
of your life, if not all, you have not had to live 
with others, like yourself, telling you that you 
cannot be what and who you want to be be¬ 
cause those in the majority will not let you. 
And thank god you have not lived hearing oth¬ 
er people like yourself telling you that they 
also cannot succeed, because the people subju¬ 
gating you are the same people subjugating 
them. You can’t do anything for them, and 
they can do nothing for you. This is the expe¬ 
rience of many African-Americans. 

A white gay man without a distinguishing 
immutable characteristic is in the majority, but 
when he “comes out of the closet” he is still in 
the majority to those who presume he is het¬ 
erosexual. Much of what white gay men have 
gained was gained by and through those who 
thought those white gay men were “one of 
them.” 

Clearly, if all white gay men were “out,” as 


all African-Americans are, both communities, 
in terms of elected office, appointments, and 
staff, would probably be in the same place po¬ 
litically — underrepresented. Today, in San 
Francisco, gays are not underrepresented, com¬ 
pared with representation by African-Ameri¬ 
cans, but that can change if the white religious 
right’s efforts to exploit the anger of church-go¬ 
ing straight African-Americans are successful. 
And African-Americans, whether you recog¬ 
nize it or not, have plenty to be angry about. 

Recently, Florence Stroud, a ten-year veter¬ 
an and two-time interim director of the health 
department — and an African-American — re¬ 
ceived only one of seven votes on the Health 
Commission’s recent election for a director, at 
a time when she was the current interim direc¬ 
tor. Six votes went to Dr. Sandra Hernandez, 
a Latina lesbian. The lack of support for 
Stroud by an overwhelming number of Com¬ 
missioners (the only vote for Stroud came from 
an African-American), and the support for Her¬ 
nandez by non-black members of the gay and 
lesbian community, cannot simply be ex¬ 
plained by the fact that Hernandez is a M.D. 
and Stroud a R.N. Mind you, I agree that Her¬ 
nandez is qualified and capable, but if one of 
the requirements for the position had been that 
the director must have an 
M.D., then Stroud would 
not have been considered 
for the position. As an 
African-American with a 
law degree who was hired 
to be the executive director 
of a political organization, 
and then denied significant 
authority, I can only won¬ 
der whether the Commis¬ 
sion’s preference for a can¬ 
didate with an advanced or 
professional degree was 
retroactive in relation to 
the candidates for consider¬ 
ation, and if that desire in¬ 
tensified based on an arbi¬ 
trary reason. 

African-American elders 
(and young adults like my¬ 
self who are informed 
about our history) are won¬ 
dering what our political 
present in San Francisco 
is, and what our future will 
be. If it can happen to 
Stroud, it can happen to 
any experienced and capa¬ 
ble African-American. 

Now, if the right wing 
Rutherford Institute’s will¬ 
ingness to provide pro 
bono legal services to the 
Reverend Eugene Lump¬ 
kin is the beginning of fu¬ 
ture coalition politics con¬ 
necting straight, church-go¬ 
ing African-Americans (and 
there are many) with the 
religious right (and there 
are many), the common en¬ 
emy — white gay men — 
will be politically disem- 
powered. Ultimately, I fear, so will African- 
Americans, since the majority of the religious 
right do not share a similar vision of a diverse 
America with the majority of African-Ameri¬ 
cans. Given my conclusion, drawn from Shilts 
and Broussard, that gay power is ahead, and 
black power is behind, and given the lack of 
support for Florence Stroud from the white 
gay community, I question whether the major¬ 
ity of politically aware and active white gay 
men envision a diverse San Francisco. 

If the gay movement has been truly inspired 
by the civil rights movement of the ’50s and 
’60s (undoubtedly, some of you were part of 
that movement too), then I ask you to direct 
your attention to the systematic use, tokenism, 
and subsequent disrespect of African-Ameri¬ 
cans in local politics. 

I also ask that we all stop blaming one per¬ 
son, whether Mayor Frank Jordan, Health 
Commission President Arthur Jackson, or Su¬ 
pervisors Angela Alioto, Susan Leal, and Car¬ 
ole Migden. Let’s examine how we will go 
about sharing power. 

We are destined to succeed when our collec¬ 
tive quest for power sharing is sincere. ▼

Lesbian-Kiss Roseanne Barred?

Roseanne and Tom Ar¬ 
nold, TV heroes to America’s 
blue-collar families — and 
most of its lesbians and gays 
— continue to challenge the 
limitations for what is consid¬ 
ered acceptable on national 
television. The latest test in¬ 
volves a lesbian kiss in an up¬ 
coming episode of their hit 
ABC series Roseanne. Uncon¬ 
firmed but widely reported 
rumors — fueled by Tom 
Arnold — indicate that ABC is 
less than thrilled and may 
pull the episode, scheduled to 
air March 1. 

The episode, taped Febru¬ 
ary 3, focuses on Sandra 
Bernhard’s recurring lesbian 
character, Nancy, who has a 
new girlfriend, Sharon, 
played by Mariel Heming¬ 
way. After Nancy takes 
Sharon to meet Roseanne and 
her sister Jackie, Sharon sug¬ 
gests they all go to a mixed 
gay and lesbian bar to dance. 
Jackie is very uncomfortable, 
says Lee Werbel, executive 
director of the Gay & Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defama- 
tion/Los Angeles, who was in¬ 
vited by Arnold to attend the 
taping. 

Roseanne seems to be hav¬ 
ing “a great time,” says Wer¬ 
bel, pretending she and Jackie 
are lovers and teaching every¬ 
one to dance “the Monkey.” 
After dancing, she and 
Sharon sit down and Sharon 
“comes on to her.” One thing 
leads to another and Sharon 
winds up kissing Roseanne 
squarely on the lips. Rose¬ 


anne is immediately uncom¬ 
fortable and starts wiping her 
mouth on her sleeve. 

Talking to Nancy the next 
day, Roseanne says “Look, 
I’m not uncomfortable with 
any gay percent that’s inside 
me: three percent — or lower.” 
But when confronted with 
her reaction, Roseanne says 
she’s trying to protect Nancy. 
“Maybe you like it just a lit¬ 
tle?” Nancy asks. “No way!,” 
Roseanne replies, then sug¬ 
gests that she’s trying to pro¬ 
tect Sharon from her husband 
Dan, because he’d beat Shar¬ 
on up. 

Cut to Dan and Roseanne 
in bed. They’ve just finished 
making love. He’s exhausted. 
She keeps telling him what a 
wonderful, masculine man he 
is. “We know we have a little 
problem here,” says Werbel, 
“because she’s going on too 
long.” 

Finally Roseanne says that 
since he’s happy now, she has 
something to tell him. He 
thinks she’s going to say she 
faked an orgasm so when she 
says somebody kissed her, he 
“freaks out.” When she tells 
him it’s Sharon, he starts to 
fantasize — asking what she 
wore — low cut leather? He 
asks her how she liked it. 

“Very unpleasant. Very 
very unpleasant,” she says a 
little too emphatically. Dan 
goes into the kitchen to get 
something to eat. Roseanne 
and the audience are left to 
wonder about what The Kiss 
might really mean. 

“From a lesbian/gay point 
of view, we might have some 


questions,” says Werbel. “But 
from the character Rose- 
anne’s perspective, it’s a very 
honest reaction.” 

But Werbel understands 
that from Roseanne’s perspec¬ 
tive as the creator of the 
show, the episode was a delib¬ 
erate affront to the network 
that wanted the kissing scene 
changed. The Arnolds, ac¬ 
cording to Werbel’s informa¬ 
tion from Tom, said “no,” and 
“they stuck with it and taped 
the scene.” 

ABC spokespeople issued 
a terse “no comment” to me¬ 
dia inquiries about whether 
the network had asked for 
the scene to be changed and 
whether it would pull the 
episode. However, Steve 
Weiswasser, president of 
ABC’s Multimedia Group/ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of Net¬ 
work Group, was quoted as 
saying ABC didn’t want the 
scene to air because “it is not 
a lifestyle most people lead.” 

Werbel says Tom Arnold 
invited GLAAD/LA (from 
whom the couple has re¬ 
ceived a media award) to the 
taping because they were al¬ 
ready receiving some flack. 
However, she says she is sur¬ 
prised that ABC, which has 
been supportive in the past 
and has aired other controver¬ 
sial Roseanne episodes, 
would actually pull this one. 
She notes, also, that the net¬ 
work is in contract negotia¬ 
tions with the Arnolds about 
keeping the top-rated show at 
ABC. And a little extra pub¬ 
licity wouldn’t hurt Roseanne 
any.T

Blossom ing Awareness

O n the January 31 
episode of the NBC sit¬ 
com Blossom, “teen 
idol” Joey Lawrence 
gets an unexpected love letter. 
The note, signed “Leslie,” 
sends Joey into fits of glee at 
the thought being the object of 
some girl’s desire. But it turns 
out that “Les” is not a girl, but 
a gay teen. 

What’s a boy to do? Joey, as 
we might expect, has an 
apoplectic seizure. He confides 
in a (girl) friend, telling her: 
“Leslie used to be one of the 
guys. Now he’s just somebody 
who gives me the creeps.” His 
friend, a young African-Ameri¬ 
can woman, objects and tells 
Joey about her own experi¬ 
ences with racism. “So I know 
something about what it’s like 
when people shun you for who 
you are,” she says. “And, Joey, 
I wouldn’t wish that feeling on 
anybody.” 

In the episode’s final scene, 
the gay teenager is seen in the 
school hallways, where he is 
being harassed by another stu¬ 
dent. Shoving Leslie, the bigot 
taunts: “Hey queer, is this your 
spot? Is this where you pick up 
all the boys!?” Joey stumbles on 
the scene, helps Leslie defend 
against the attacker, and sig¬ 
nals his growing acceptance of 
Leslie. Referring to the would- 
be basher as an “idiot,” Joey 
walks off with Les. 

Story lines such as this cer¬ 
tainly ease the suffocating si¬ 
lence that surrounds teenage 
homosexuality in our popular 
culture. Few network pro¬ 
grams even acknowledge that 
lesbian, gay, or bisexual youth 
exist. Of course, this sort of 
prime-time programming is a 
fundy’s nightmare. NBC will 
be hearing from the hate-mon¬ 
gers. Encourage this effort; ask 
the show’s producers to do 
more positive story lines in the 
future and, while they’re at it, 
to consider adding a continuing 
lesbian or gay character to the 
Blossom cast.

No condom sense 

The Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) and the Clinton 
Administration have launched 
the first federally-funded AIDS 
prevention campaign for radio 
and television, despite massive 
opposition from the “religious 
right.” In contrast to the ab¬ 
stract, sex-negative (and idiot¬ 
positive) approach of the Rea- 
gan-Bush era, most of these 
new ads finally show condoms 
and encourage their use. Cer¬ 
tainly, these spots are better 
than anything Nancy Reagan 
would have produced! 

Missing from the ads alto¬ 
gether, however, are any im¬ 
ages of (or references to) les¬ 
bians, bisexuals or gay men. 
Quoted in a recent Advertising 
Age article (“Gays are MIA in 
the Latest U.S. Anti-AIDS 
Ads”), the CDC’s chief market¬ 
ing/media official, Melissa 
Shepard, defended the cam¬ 
paign’s approach. According to 
the Princess of Double-Talk: 
“Not showing gay men doesn’t 
mean we’re not targeting 
them.” Straight couples are in¬ 
cluded in the new series of 13 
ads, by the way. 

While no one is suggesting 
that the CDC ought to rein¬ 
force notions that AIDS is a 
“gay disease,” it is clear that 
lesbians and gay men deserve 
health messages that specifical¬ 
ly address our needs and expe¬ 
riences. Self-esteem is a potent 
factor in disease prevention; 
AIDS prevention messages 
need to provide powerfully-af- 
firmative images of our com¬ 
munity.

GLAAD To Be of Service, 
Picking Gay-Positive Media

Five years ago the Los An¬ 
geles chapter of the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation was still strug¬ 
gling to be taken seriously by 
mainstream media and the 
entertainment industry it 
sought to influence. But with 
increased gay and lesbian vis¬ 
ibility, more political power, 
the refusal to be casually 
slighted, and the unrelenting 
loss of people with AIDS, 
Hollywood has taken notice. 

The result has been a 
greater desire on the part of 
Hollywood and entertainment 
leaders to show their support 
by snatching stories from 
news headlines, taking a 
stand on gay issues, and 
showing up at gay as well as 
AIDS events. Last year, for 
instance, Roseanne and Tom 
Arnold accepted a special 
GLAAD/LA award as 900 
people looked on. 

“We’ve been dogging the 
media and have been on the 
defensive all year long about 
how they have offended us as 
the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty,” says executive director 
Lee Werbel. “This is our op¬ 
portunity to revel in the ben¬ 
efits of those actions and to 
thank those who have really 
gotten the message about in¬ 
clusiveness.” 

While the guest list hasn’t 
yet been confirmed for this 
year’s Fifth Annual GLAAD/ 
LA Media Awards to be held 


March 19 at the Century 
Plaza Hotel, the list of hon- 
orees is out. Werbel notes 
that there are fewer awards 
this year — because there 
were too many last year.

Gays v. Anti-Gay Initiatives: 
How's the Battle Going So Far?

The “holy war” against les¬ 
bians and gays promised by 
the Christian far right at the 
1992 Republican Convention 
is underway. In eight states 
and scores of cities around 
the country, gay rights are be¬ 
ing put to the vote. And al¬ 
though Fight the Right ac¬ 
tivists were heartened that 
anti-gay forces in Maine failed 
to meet the filing deadline for 
their November initiative, an 
Oregon Citizen’s Alliance-led 
petition drive in Nevada suc¬ 
ceeded. A new Newsweek 
poll in the February 14 issue 
indicates that battling back 
the far right will be an up-hill 
struggle.

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that gays want “special 
rights,” the far rights is back¬ 
ing anti-gay initiatives on 
eight states for their Novem¬ 
ber ballot: Arizona, Florida, 
Idaho, Michigan, Missouri, 
Oregon, and Washington, ac¬ 
cording to a year-end Fight 
the Right report released Jan¬ 
uary 10 by the National Gay 
& Lesbian Task Force. Since 
filing the report, Maine 
dropped out and Nevada was 
added. 

All of the states except Ida¬ 
ho (which has proposed a 
statutory law ) have filed lan¬ 
guage similar to that used 
successfully to pass the anti¬ 
gay Amendment 2 in Col¬ 
orado. The measure would 
amend the state constitution 
to nullify existing gay civil 
rights laws, prohibit passage 
of others, and refuse claims of 
discrimination based on ho¬ 
mosexual, lesbian, or bisexual 
orientation. Amendment 2 
sparked a nationwide boycott 
. of the state until the measure 
was declared legally unconsti¬ 
tutional and its enforcement 
was blocked. Future legal bat¬ 
tles are possible. 

Other far right targets in¬ 
clude Austin, Texas, where 
there is a measure to repeal 
the city’s domestic partner¬ 
ship program for city employ¬ 
ees. 

“There is not a state that is 
not vulnerable to this in one 
way or another,” Sue Hyde, 
NGLTF Fight the Right orga¬ 
nizer, said in a February 8 in¬ 
terview. “We are vulnerable 
to this attack of the right in 
every state, every community, 
and in every context. This is 
the political equivalent of the 
HIV epidemic. Everyone’s at 
risk.” 

And, to continue the analo¬ 
gy, if the far right anti-gay 
movement is spreading like 
the HIV epidemic, their 
catchy “No Special Rights!” is 
like the virus. “Part of our job 
as organizers is to effectively 
communicate with the broad 
middle section of this country 
that we don’t seek special 
rights,” says Hyde. “That’s the 
biggest piece — to undo the 
damage that’s been done by 
that slogan. 

“The reason it’s effective in 
this time of great economic 
and social anxiety is that 
many people have the feeling 
that we’ve gone too far with 
this idea of equality,” she con¬ 
tinued. “Individuals feel very 
threatened and uncertain 
about what their futures hold 
... [as if they say] ‘I’ve gone so 
far I can’t get ahead any¬ 
more.’” 

Part of NGLTF’s Fight the 
Right program, says Hyde, is 
to do grassroots training of 
local activists, and to offer 
media advice and support to 
state campaigns fighting the 
initiatives. Communications 
Director David M. Smith says 
NGLTF will be “on-line” with 


the different organizations 
through campaign specialist 
Susan Hibbard, who is 
collecting and analyzing data 
from other initiative battles 
against the right wing for an 
“easily consumable ... collec¬ 
tive wisdom” report. NGLTF 
will also provide limited di¬ 
rect cash assistance “where 
appropriate,” says Smith, for 
local groups to do early base¬ 
line polling from which to de¬ 
velop strategies. NGLTF is 
also, Smith says, developing 
longterm strategies, since the 
far right is also eyeing Con¬ 
gressional races and the 
White House in 1996. 

The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund, meanwhile, has 
hired prominent pollster 
Celinda Lake to conduct “in- 
depth research on American 
attitudes,” according to 
HRCF spokesperson Gregory 
King. It also intends to hire 
an national campaign manag¬ 
er with staff and resources to 
tp assist state campaigns in 
fundraising, message develop¬ 
ment, and campaign manage¬ 
ment. 

There is a conscious at¬ 
tempt, says King, to not dupli¬ 
cate efforts. “What we learned 
from the military experience 
is that there needs to be 
greater coordination for our 
work to be effective,” says 
King. 

However, says William 
Waybourn, executive director 
of the national Gay & Les¬ 
bian Victory Fund, so far that 
coordination has not yet tak¬ 
en place and lesbian and gay 
candidates — especially in 
those states with referendums 
expected to be on the ballot — 
will suffer. 

“There is no plan,” says 
Waybourn. Concerned about 
the effect the initiatives could 
have on candidates they sup¬ 
port, the Victory Fund adapt¬ 
ed their candidate training 
school to fighting campaign 
initiatives; on February 4-6 
expert Dave Fleisher taught 
33 activists from 11 states 
some “nuts and bolts” strate¬ 
gies. Currently the Fund is 
screening 300 applicants for 
40 slots in its February 25-27 
candidate training course in 
Los Angeles. 

“What we realized over the 
gays in the military issue is 
that the far right has its act 
together far better than we 
do,” says Waybourn. “It’s 
frightening and potentially 
devastating. We have to get 
our own house in order and 
move forward. We can’t wait 
for things to happen. You 
can’t just smoke and mirror 
this thing — you have to get 
people out to vote. 

“Polls are worthless. You 
don’t need a poll to tell you 
what to do. We’re losing. 
We’re behind. We need to get 
to work now. Otherwise by 
the time we do anything, it’ll 
be too late.”T

Nevirapine is a drug that interferes with 
reverse trancriptase, the enzyme that in¬ 
troduces HIV genetic material into the DNA in 
your cells. It works differently than AZT and 
the other nucleoside inhibitors. Studies show 
that nevirapine is active against virus that has 
become resistant to AZT. Nevirapine has 
shown very little toxicity. This study is design¬ 
ed to compare nevirapine vs. placebo, alone or 
in combination with AZT, and the effects on 
T-cell counts after 3 and 6 months. There are 
two parts to this study, so that everyone who 
gets placebo in the first part will get active 
drugs in the second part, and free access to 
AZT for the duration of their participation in 
the study. 

This study will recruit participants whose T- 
cell counts are between 200-500, and who 
have taken AZT for at least 4 months but no 
longer than 1 year. No prior ddl or ddC use is 
allowed. There are also limited spaces for par¬ 
ticipants who have never taken any anti¬ 
retroviral drugs.

Conversation with a Warrior: 

An Anti-OCA Lawyer Speaks Out 



Charles Hinkle, lead attorney in the ACLU/OR's fight against 
the OCA, on Lon Mabon: "He has finally found something to 
make a living, and he's just milking it for all it's worth."

PORTLAND - When Lon 
Mabon launched his anti-gay 
battle in the State of Oregon, 
little did he know what a war¬ 
rior he would face in the 
months and years to follow. 
That tough, smart opponent 
is Charles Hinkle, the lead at¬ 
torney in the American Civil 
Liberties Union of Oregon’s 
(ACLU/OR) ongoing legal 
challenges to OCA-sponsored 
measures. 

As David Fidanque, Exec¬ 
utive Director of the 
ACLU/OR put it, no volun¬ 
teer did more in 1993 “than 
cooperating attorney Charles 
Hinkle, who has been our 
lead attorney in the vast ma¬ 
jority of our litigation against 
the OCA ballot measures. 
Charlie, a past recipient of 
our EB MacNaughton Award, 
has handled an incredible 
number of pro bono ACLU 
cases. We all owe him — big 
time.” 

Hinkle and ACLU/OR co¬ 
operating attorney Katherine 
McDowell, according to Asso¬ 
ciate Director Jann Carson, 
“are coordinating the largest 
team of Oregon ACLU coop¬ 
erating attorneys ever assem¬ 
bled to work on litigation.” 

Carson said the “ACLU 
has filed challenges in every 
jurisdiction that passed ‘baby 
9’ measures [the city/county 
versions of the defeated state 
Ballot Measure 9].” Following 
the passage of these measures 
last year, Oregon’s Legisla¬ 
ture passed HB 3500, which 
prohibited municipalities and 
county governments from 
“enacting or enforcing” mea¬ 
sures that single out individu¬ 
als based on their sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

As a result of ACLU/OR 
efforts, the OCA-sponsored 
measures that passed in Ore¬ 
gon have been stopped, by 
successful court challenges 
and by stipulated judgments 
signed by several of the mu¬ 
nicipalities. The only excep¬ 
tion was the City of Medford 
in southern Oregon, where 
the OCA measure was recent¬ 
ly upheld by a Jackson Coun¬ 
ty judge. The ACLU/OR is 
appealing that decision as 
well. 

Meanwhile, the constitu¬ 
tionality of HB 3500 itself is 
being challenged by the OCA; 
a decision is expected in the 
near future from the Oregon 
Supreme Court. Carson said 
“we will represent some of 
the legislators that supported 
HB 3500.” 

The ACLU — again under 
Hinkle’s lead — had another 
legal skirmish January 24 in 
Marion County Circuit Court. 
In that case, a judge must de¬ 
cide if the OCA has the legal 
standing to challenge HB 
3500 in court. The State of 
Oregon contends that only 
municipalities or elected offi¬ 
cials can challenge the law. A 
decision in the matter is ex¬ 
pected soon. 

Hinkle and ACLU/OR are 
also intervening in a Mult¬ 
nomah County lawsuit filed 
by extremist Paul DeParrie 
against the county. That suit 
contends that HB 3500 should 
invalidate Multnomah Coun¬ 
ty’s ordinance authorizing do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, since 
HB 3500 also bans “special 
rights” legislation based on 


sexual orientation. 

Hinkle has practiced law 
since 1971 with Stoel Rives 
Boley Jones and Grey, a 
prominent downtown Port¬ 
land law firm. He currently 
serves on the Board of Gover¬ 
nors of the Oregon State Bar, 
and is an adjunct professor of 
constitutional law at Port¬ 
land’s Lewis & Clark Law 
College. 

He was a Phi Beta Kappa 
at Stanford University, re¬ 
ceived his M.Div. degree (cum 
laude) from Union Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary, and earned a 
J.D. from Yale Law School. 
He was ordained in 1974 by 
the United Church of Christ. 

In addition to an incredible 
range of activities, Hinkle 
takes part in the volunteer 
law project at Cascade AIDS 
Project, and is a past presi¬ 
dent of the City Club of Port¬ 
land and the Oregon Ballet 
Council. Among his dozens of 
speeches was “The Religious 
Right’s Assault on Civil Lib¬ 
erties,” delivered at an 
ACLU/OR annual dinner. 

In a late January interview, 
Hinkle discussed a range of 
subjects, including his long¬ 
time commitment to the civil 
rights and civil liberties of 
gays and lesbians in Oregon. 

Q: Many in the gay/lesbian 
community think that 
maybe instead of spending 
millions on media 
campaigns, that we should 
spend more money on legal 
challenges. Any thoughts on 
this? 

A: Well, the ACLU always 
challenges every anti-gay 
rights measure that has 
passed, and they spend a lot 
of money on it. I’m sure that 
the ACLU would be happy to 
have contributions from peo¬ 
ple in the gay/lesbian com¬ 
munity to help finance that. I 
know they’ve gotten some; I 
think they’d appreciate more. 
We have to fight the court 
battles and it costs money to 
do that. We also have the re¬ 
ality of the ballot box, and I 
can’t see that we should ever 
abandon the fight and let the 
OCA win at the ballot box 
without a challenge. 

Has the OCA and its 
campaigns done anything 
useful for us? 

These ballot measures 
have had some beneficial ef¬ 


fects. They’ve brought a lot 
more gay and lesbian persons 
into the political process. 
They’ve challenged the gay 
and lesbian community, and 
brought more people into 
public view as gays and les¬ 
bians. So it hasn’t been an en¬ 
tirely negative impact. Cer¬ 
tainly the gay/lesbian move¬ 
ment is much more visible 
than it was ten years ago, and 
partly we have the OCA to 
thank for that. A lot of people 
have come a long way in 
their attitude toward homo¬ 
sexuality in the last few 
years, and maybe the OCA is 
partly responsible for that. 

Is the OCA winning or just 
marching in place? 

I don’t think the OCA 
picks up any new converts as 
it goes along. I think the more 
it fights, in the long run peo¬ 
ple become more educated 
and confront their own preju¬ 
dices, and come around to a 
more enlightened view of re¬ 
ality. 

Is the OCA really looking 
for converts, or are they just 
seeking money, power, and 
influence? 

I think that has to be a 
large part of it, especially 
among the OCA leadership. 
The OCA leadership consists 
of a small handful of people 
who are not stupid. They 
know that many of the things 
they say about gays and les¬ 
bians are false — they must 
know that because they are 
not stupid people. They know 
that the nondiscrimination 
laws do not protect gay and 
lesbian persons, yet they al¬ 
low their campaigns to spread 
false information about affir¬ 
mative action and how 
gays/lesbians have a special 
priority in job competition 
and so forth. I think that’s a 
very strong indication that 
their real effort here is to 
build their own power base. 

And they are just pushing 
emotional buttons? 

Yes. In some of my de¬ 
bates with Lon Mabon, I’ve 
asked him “What are you 
scared of, Lon? What are you 
really concerned about? How 
does a gay couple, a lesbian 
couple, or a prominent gay 
man ... how does that threat¬ 
en your family values, or your 
family?” And of course he

never has any answer for that, 
because there isn’t any answer 
for that. There is no threat to 
their family values or their 
way of life. 

What is Mabon’s motivation 
then? 

Lon Mabon is a man who 
was not very successful in his 
prior life, as far as holding a 
job or running a business. He 
has finally found something to 
make a living, and he’s just 
milking it for all that it’s 
worth. He’s like other dema¬ 
gogues from other times and 
places — and I think he is a 
demagogue. By “demagogue,” 
I mean a person who latches 
onto popular slogans and prej¬ 
udices and exploits them, and 
fosters ignorance and misun¬ 
derstanding rather than the 
truth. Lon Mabon is exploiting 
the same kind of prejudice 
that could be seen a genera¬ 
tion ago against Catholics and 
Jews. 

What do you think are the 
chances a national civil 
rights law for gays and 
lesbians will be passed? 

I think a national civil 
rights bill that would extend 
job and housing protection to 
persons based on sexual orien¬ 
tation will come about. I don’t 
think it will come about in the 
next two to three years, or five 
or ten years. It takes a long 
time. The Civil Rights Bill of 
1964 did not originate in 1964, 
after all. It had been fought for 
years and years. Hubert 
Humphrey, Harry Truman, 
and the NAACP had been 
working for it for many years. 
It shouldn’t discourage us that 
it will take that long for gays 
and lesbians. It will happen. 
The wave of history is on our 
side. 

Are we going to see the 
U.S. Supreme Court 
eventually overturn all the 
anti-gay laws? 

I’m pretty confidant about 
that too. After all, the terrible 
decision we had in 1986 — 
Bowers v. Hardwick —was a 
5-4 decision. That’s really pret¬ 
ty good when you think about 
who the Justices were on the 
Supreme Court at the time. 
After several years of Nixon 
and Reagan appointing conser¬ 
vative Justices, the fact that we 
almost won that case is a good 
sign. There are many people 
who regret that case was tak¬ 
en to the Supreme Court so 
early. There are parallels to 
the civil rights movement or 
the abortion rights effort too. 
You need to bring lots of dif¬ 
ferent cases in lots of different 
courts around the country to 
get judges thinking the right 
way about our issues before 
you take the case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. Over time the 
right result will be achieved. 

Do you think Lon Mabon 
will eventually give up in 
Oregon? 

I don’t think he cares if he 
wins or loses, because he’s not 
in it for the victory. He doesn’t 
really believe that gays and 
lesbians are a threat. He pros¬ 
pers on the issue. He’s proba¬ 
bly just as happy if he loses in 
the court, because that way he 
can raise more money. If he 
gets his 1994 initiative 
knocked out, he’ll just bring 
another initiative with another 
wording in another year. He 
needs to lose in court; I think 
losing helps him. If he won, 
what would he do? Winning at 
the ballot box and losing in 
court is just exactly his agen¬ 
da. 


Traditionally the church — 
speaking of it as a large 
entity — has not been on the 
side of gay/lesbian rights. 

You are also an ordained 
minister, and the 
Ecumenical Ministries of 
Oregon played a tremendous 
role in the No on 9 
Campaign of 1992. Your 
thoughts on this? 

There is no question that a 
significant segment of the 
Christian Church has for a 
long time had a bias and a 
prejudice against gay and les¬ 
bian persons, and against ho¬ 
mosexuality. A significant sec¬ 
tion of that church had for cen¬ 
turies a bias against women 
participating in the political 
and social life of the communi¬ 
ty. The Christian Church has 
had a very unfortunate and un¬ 
happy role in promoting anti- 
Semitism over the centuries. 
There are some Biblical texts 
that can be used to support

litically-oriented ones like the 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund or the Victory Fund. But 
no matter how sympathetic 
people who are outside the 
gay/lesbian community say 
they are, there is no substitute 
for having gay and lesbian per¬ 
sons themselves in elected of¬ 
fice. 

What have been the 
setbacks lately? 

One of the major disap¬ 
pointments I’ve had in this 
past year is the attitude that 
Phil Kiesling took toward 
these local OCA measures. 
Kiesling was elected Secretary 
of State of Oregon in 1992, 
with an enormous amount of 
support from the gay and les¬ 
bian community. In fact he 
wouldn’t have won otherwise. 
And he could have blocked 
the local elections, and he did 
not do so. Kiesling’s action, in 
not only permitting these elec¬ 
tions to go forward but aggres¬ 
sively litigating and opposing 
the ACLU, was a tremendous 
shot in the arm for Lon 
Mabon. That’s why I support 
the Victory Fund to support 
gay candidates and lesbian 
candidates for public office 
wherever we can. 

Any final thoughts? 

I think we have to keep 
our arms outstretched to any¬ 
one in any part of the country 
who is fighting this fight, 
whether or not we believe in 
every tactic or pronouncement 
that they make. Obviously, we 
are not all going to agree on 
every tactical or strategic is¬ 
sue. I think the different gay 
and lesbian organizations each 
have a distinctive, a positive 
and a contributing role to play 
in our struggle. ▼ 


anti-homosexual feelings. 
These texts can be explained 
by the cultural and social atti¬ 
tudes of the time. These are 
not “God’s commandments” 
that are writ in stone forever 
and ever. There are an increas¬ 
ing number of scholarly books 
analyzing the Biblical passages 
on homosexuality, and show¬ 
ing that they have been mis¬ 
used and misinterpreted. 
Shakespeare said the devil can 
quote scripture for his own 
purpose, and it’s certainly true 
that anybody can support al¬ 
most any kind of bias or prej¬ 
udice with the Bible. 

But members of the OCA 
and similar groups consider 
themselves Christians too. 

You look at those people 
and you feel sorry for them, 
because they are just stuck in 
the ruts of their ignorance, 
their own fears and their prej¬ 
udices. You can’t take them se¬ 
riously as exponents or proph¬ 
ets of Christianity. They’re 
not. They are simply miscon¬ 
struing Christianity and the 
Biblical message, and applying 
it in a twisted and ungodly 
way. 

Since this is appearing 
outside of Oregon, how can 
other gays/lesbians help 
Oregon? 

Gays and lesbians outside 
of Oregon — and straight peo¬ 
ple — have been a tremendous 
help to all of us in Oregon, for 
the financial support they gave 
to the No on 9 battle. I think 
the best support is to keep the 
networks going, through some 
of the national organizations — 
both the legally-oriented ones 
like Lambda, and the more po-

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How Does the AIDS Community 
Like Clinton's Budget? Not Much.

“It is a budget of homopho¬ 
bia,” said Marj Plumb, health 
policy director at the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 
She was commenting on the 
AIDS-related portions of the 
fiscal year 1995 budget pre¬ 
sented by President Bill Clin¬ 
ton to Congress on February 
7. 

The triad of AIDS is re¬ 
search, care, and prevention. 
The research area will receive 
an additional $78 million, a 
six percent increase at a time 
when the overall research 
budget at the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health (NIH) goes up 
4.7 percent. 

“They did some very good 
things on research by restruc¬ 
turing the federal NIH AIDS 
dollars into a line item and 
through the Office of AIDS 
Research to do strategic plan¬ 
ning,” said Steve Morin. He is 
legislative assistant to Repre¬ 
sentative Nancy Pelosi (D-San 
Francisco), who is a member 
of the Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee of the US House of 
Representatives. “That should 
help better establish priorities 
and move the research agen¬ 
da along more smoothly.” 

“The research increases 
aren’t substantive,” said Steve 
Michael of ACT UP/Washing- 
ton. “Nothing is keeping up 
with the caseload.” He asked 
the question: “Where is the 
Manhattan Project crash re¬ 
search program to find a cure 
for AIDS?” Clinton had 
promised to launch such an 
effort when he was running 
for President. 

On care 

The federal government 
funnels much of its funding of 
AIDS services through the 
Ryan White CARE Act. 
Those increases total $93 mil¬ 
lion, or 16 percent, spread 
over the four sections or Ti¬ 
tles of the Act.

ment 10 muy lund Ryan 
White, and he did add $93 
million, that is still $200 mil¬ 
lion short of full funding,” 
said Catherine Lynch, deputy 
director of public policy at 
the Gay Men’s Health Crisis 
in New York City. “He still 
hasn’t met that promise, and 
this is his second budget.” 

“Congress must reject the 
President’s budget in favor of 
one that more accurately re¬ 
flects the continued devasta¬ 
tion caused by this epidemic,” 
said Regina Aragon, deputy 
director for public policy at 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. 

“Title I (cities with over 
2,000 cumulative cases of 
AIDS) only got $39 million. 
That is not enough to accom¬ 
modate the [five] new cities 
and the caseloads the previ¬ 
ously funded cities are see¬ 
ing,” noted Helen Fox, direc¬ 
tor of public policy at the Na¬ 
tional Minority AIDS Coun¬ 
cil. 

“I think that President 
Clinton and other administra¬ 
tive officials have lost sight of 
the real impact AIDS is hav¬ 
ing on our communities,” said 
Fox. 

She agreed it is probably 
true that funding per person 
with AIDS is actually drop¬ 
ping under this budget pro¬ 
posal. 

Morin argues that “there 
are significant new resources 
out there this year for patient 
services.” He says that one 
should also count AIDS hous¬ 
ing money at the Department 
of Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment (HUD), “which went 
up by 56 percent.” 

Plumb is leery of those fig¬ 
ures. “It looks like they 
(HUD) are using percentages 
of HIV-positive people in 
homeless shelters to feed that 
dollar line.” It is a relabeling 
of old money and old uses, 
not an addition of any new re¬ 
sources. 

The accounting procedure 
began several years ago un¬ 
der the Bush administration. 
The purpose was to deflect 
criticism of not doing enough 
to combat the disease, with¬ 
out actually spending more 
money. The Clinton adminis¬ 
tration has continued and ex¬ 
panded the practice. 

HIV is the only disease for 
which the government pulls 
out separate line item num¬ 


bers in departments other 
than Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices. Consequently, the 
spending on HIV appears dis¬ 
proportionately large — or, 
more accurately, the true 
costs of other diseases are ef¬ 
fectively hidden. This ac¬ 
counting procedure has given 
ammunition to those who ar¬ 
gue that AIDS is already get¬ 
ting too much money and 
shouldn’t receive more. 

Plumb feels that uniquely 
applying this standard to HIV 
is both inappropriate and di¬ 
visive. “How much money is 
spent on public hospitals on 
people with cancer? How 
many people with cancer live 
in homeless shelters? If they 
are going to make the ac¬ 
counting office go through 
and play with numbers like 
that for HIV, they should do 
that for the rest of the dis¬ 
eases so that we are in fact 
comparing apples to apples 
instead of apples to oranges.” 

On prevention 

Prevention education fund¬ 
ing received no increase this 
year, not even for inflation. 
That provoked the most 
universal cry of protest from 
the AIDS community. 

The AIDS Action Council 
“expressed their dismay at 
the Clinton administration’s 
failure to provide an increase 
in HIV prevention funding.” 

“AIDS prevention funding 
at CDC [Centers for Disease 
Control] has been more or 
less flat since 1991,” said 
lynch, “and that’s a problem.” 

“Well, it’s worse than that,” 
said Morin, “There are reduc¬ 
tions in prevention.” He said 
the administration has “shift¬ 
ed a lot of money from [sub¬ 
stance abuse] demonstration 
programs” including an out¬ 
reach program in HIV pre¬ 
vention to drug users. 

He assumed the adminis¬ 
tration thought the functions 
would be picked up under 
block grants. But a careful 
reading leads Morin to be¬ 
lieve that these programs 
“would not be acceptable pro¬ 
grams under the authorizing 
legislation.” 

He is “reasonably opti¬ 
mistic” this funding will be 
restored by Congress.

Nominated to Civil Rights Post

WASHINGTON - Burned 
by rising criticism of his con¬ 
tinued failure to fill the key 
civil rights post of Assistant At¬ 
torney General for Civil Rights 
one year into his administra¬ 
tion, President Bill Clinton 
took the initiative February 1 
by personally introducing his 
nominee, Deval Patrick. 

Patrick 37, is a partner in the 
politically well-connected 
Boston law firm of Hill & 
Barlow. Massachusetts Gov. 
William Weld (R) and his 
predecessor Michael Dukakis 
(D) had worked at the same 
firm. Patrick’s earlier legal ex¬ 
perience came as a litigator 
with the NAACP Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund on 
a broad range of discrimina¬ 
tion cases. 

Former Human Rights 
Campaign Fund board mem¬ 
ber Vin McCarthy strongly 
supports Patrick’s candidacy. 
The Boston gay activist attor¬ 
ney has served with Patrick on 
the Judicial Nominating Com¬ 
mission for the state of 
Massachusetts, called him “a 
decent and fair human being,” 
and “an ally” in proposing 
openly gay judicial nominees 
for the state bench. 

“He said all of the right 
things. He was very charming,” 
said Tim McFeeley, HRCF ex¬ 
ecutive director, after speaking 
with Patrick on February 2 as 
part of a whirlwind series of 
meetings in Washington. 

McFeeley raised the military 
issues, specifically the Steffan 
and Meinhold cases, and said, 
“I expect you to be there mak¬ 
ing it clear that this is a civil 
rights issue, not just a military 
issue.” That perspective 
seemed to be lacking in the 
White House deliberations, 
perhaps because the slot has 
been vacant. 

McFeeley stressed the need 
for the federal gay and lesbian 
civil rights bill. “We want 
Justice [Department] support 
and we want his [Patrick’s] per¬ 
sonal backing and support,” he 
said. “Frankly, right now it [the 
bill] is not going to go very far 
in Congress until they know 
what the administration is 
thinking.” 

Bill Clinton’s friend Lani 
Guinier was originally 
nominated for the civil rights 
post. She drew fire from con¬ 
servatives, prompting the 
President to read some of her 
writings and withdraw the 
nomination, saying that her 
views did not reflect his. 

John Payton’s name was cir¬ 
culated for months last sum¬ 
mer and fall, but drew tepid 
support if not quite open oppo¬ 
sition from the Congressional 
Black Caucus and traditional 
civil rights groups. The Gay 
and Lesbian Activists Alliance, 
a local Washington political 
group, actively opposed 
Payton’s candidacy while na¬ 
tional gay and lesbian groups 
sought to have some questions 
answered before they declared 
their position on Payton. He 
withdrew for consideration in 
December. 

Clint Bolick has been the 
only voice in opposition to 
Patrick so far. He is a conserva¬ 
tive activist with the Institute 
for Justice and led the opposi¬ 
tion to Guinier. In an article in 
the Wall Street Journal, he call¬ 
ed Patrick “a stealth Guinier” 


and attacked other Clinton 
civil rights appointees. That 
prompted the Washington Post 
to editorialize on “the instant, 
knee-jerk opposition” to 
Patrick and urge a fair hearing 
for the nominee. 

But the president appeared 
ready to go to the mat for 
Patrick’s confirmation. In a 
gloves-off rebuttal, Clinton 
told reporters: 

“The truth is a lot of those 
people are going to be ex¬ 
posed, because they never be¬ 
lieved in the civil rights laws, 
they never believed in equal 
opportunity, they never lifted 
a finger to give anybody of a 
minority race a chance in this 
country. 

“And this time, if they try 
that, it’s going to be about 
them, because they won’t be 
able to say it’s about some¬ 
body’s writings about future 
remedies. If they attack his 
record it will be just exactly 
what we suspected all along, 
they don’t give a rip about 
civil rights. Well, those of us 


who care about civil rights 
were elected by the American 
people to take care of them 
and that’s what we intended 
to do.” 

Patrick’s nomination seems 
likely to sail through for 
several reasons. One is a sense 
of guilt. Upon reflection, many 
feel Guinier was railroaded 
and never given a chance. 
Another is recognition by the 
Clinton administration that 
this is their third shot and they 
ahd better get it right, hence 
the aggressive high media pro¬ 
file and whirlwind series of 
meetings. 

Finally, Patrick does not 
have the paper trail of articles 
and other writings that a pro¬ 
fessor such as Guinier has. His 
work has been as a litigator. 
His positions have been dic¬ 
tated by professional obliga¬ 
tions to his clients, not 
necessarily by his own views. 
Most observers believe Patrick 
will be confirmed and on the 
job in early March. T

Torie To 
Line Up 
Ususal 
Suspects

Thirty-six of the lesbian 
and gay movement’s “best 
and brightest” will gather for 
a “think tank retreat” near 
Boston the first weekend in 
March, says retreat organizer 
Torie Osborn. The concept is 
to promote a diverse, wide- 
ranging, free-flowing, “brain¬ 
storming session with topics” 
on the state of the movement. 

The think tank, a pilot pro¬ 
ject funded by the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund, will 
bring together the executive 
directors or representatives of 
the national lesbian and gay 
organizations and “politically 
diverse” longtime activists 
“with real track records and 
something to say.” There will 
not, however, be any attempt 
to forge a consensus. Rather 
the idea is to take “unfettered 
time” to discuss: “Where are 
we? What are the challenges? 
What is the message? Where 
do we stand vis a vis fighting 
the right wing and on federal, 
state, and local civil rights is¬ 
sues.” 

Osborn says the think tank 
experiment is designed as a 
time to “take a deep breath 
and take stock,” not to come 
up with the “gay agenda” or 
any other formal structure for 
the future direction of the 
movement. She says “it’s 
ridiculous to think” that the 
36 participants are the only 
lesbians and gays “who 
should be in a room think¬ 
ing.” 

The number of partici¬ 
pants, she says, was limited 
by the lodging found for the 
retreat. But “if this works out, 
if it sparks meaningful cover- 
sation that people feel can 
help,” she says, HRCF said 
they’d be willing to do fund¬ 
raisers to raise money specifi¬ 
cally for more such retreats. ▼

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Amnesty International 
Breaks Silence, Including Its Own

In news conferences held 
in San Francisco and Wash¬ 
ington D.C., Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional USA this week 
launched a five-month nation¬ 
wide campaign it hopes is de¬ 
signed to call attention to the 
persecution of lesbians and 
gays around the world be¬ 
cause of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

The campaign also includ¬ 
ed the release on February 8 
of “Breaking The Silence,” a 
report by the human rights 
group that details extensive 
violations of human rights 
against lesbians and gays 
around the world. 

The group expanded its 
work in 1991 to include peo¬ 
ple executed, tortured, and 
imprisoned by governments, 
around the world solely be¬ 
cause of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion, including homosexual 
sexual activity in private be¬ 
tween consenting adults. 

The Amnesty International - 
report includes reports that 
are familiar to readers of the 
gay press, including countries 
such as Romania, where gay 
men are arrested, detained, 
and frequently tortured under 
Article 200; Turkey, where 
gay and transgendered ac¬ 
tivists are harassed and jailed; 
Greece, where the lesbian ed¬ 
itor of a gay magazine was 
sentenced to Five months in jail 
for publishing Amphi ; and 
Colombia, where gay men are 
frequent victims of state-sanc¬ 
tioned clandestine death 
squads. 

Homosexual acts are pun¬ 
ishable by death in the coun¬ 
tries of Yemen, Iran, and 
Mauritania. 

The report is welcome, if a 
little overdue, said lesbian ac¬ 
tivist and San Francisco su¬ 


pervisor, Carole Migden. 

“It’s a good beginning and 
we welcome the report. It’s 
appropriate that Amnesty In¬ 
ternational address the situa¬ 
tion of lesbians and gays 
around the world who are 
persecuted because of their 
sexual orientation,” Migden 
said. 

“It’s been a long time com¬ 
ing,” said Judy Freeberg, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Amnesty 
International USA. “The re¬ 
port is a very important one 
for us as an organization, and 
we hope for other human 
rights movements around the 
world.” 

Freeberg acknowledged 
that Amnesty International 
took up the issue of the perse¬ 
cution of gays and lesbians af¬ 
ter a “long debate” within the 
organization, but having tak¬ 
ing up the issue, she said the 
international group would ad¬ 
vocate for gay prisoners of 
conscience as intensely and 
effectively as it did for others. 

“We just don’t want to 
have a list of cases. What we 
want to do is put pressure on 
governments to stop the abus¬ 
es. That’s what we’ve always 
done and that’s what we in¬ 
tend to do.” 

Freeberg said she hoped 
the scope of the report would 
educate its members and oth¬ 
ers, that “these human rights 
issues are as important as any 
other on which they work.” 

AI members advocate for 
the release of prisoners of 
conscience through a variety 
of political strategies which in¬ 
clude writing and information 
campaigns, and through dia¬ 
logue with government of¬ 
ficials.

Amnesty changed its poli¬ 
cy toward homosexual prison¬ 
ers of conscience following 
pressure from lesbian and gay 
community groups and 
Amnesty International Mem¬ 
bers For Lesbian and Gay 
Concerns; since then it has 
taken the lead among interna¬ 
tional human rights groups. 

Meg Satterhwaite, chair of 
the AIMLGC, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the re¬ 
lease of the report will in¬ 
crease the awareness of AI 
members and governments 
about the persecution of les¬ 
bian and gay prisoners of con¬ 
science, but she also acknowl¬ 
edged the group had its work 
cut out for it. “It will take a 
long time, but we’re in it for 
the long haul,” she said.

JAKARTA - The Indone¬ 
sian government denied 
Thursday, January 27 it can¬ 
celed an invitation to U.S. 
basketball star Earvin “Mag¬ 
ic” Johnson to play in an exhi¬ 
bition match because he has 
HIV. 

“The government has yet 
to make a decision whether to 
bar or allow Johnson to visit 
the country,” Sports Minister 
Hayono Isman told reporters. 

Hayono said the postpone¬ 
ment of Johnson’s arrival 
came from the organizers of 
the match in which Johnson 
was to play. 

Amid a heated controver¬ 
sy, the organizers said on Jan¬ 
uary 24 it decided to cancel 
the invitation because “we do 
not want Johnson’s visit to 
put the government in a diffi¬ 
cult position and create na¬ 
tional instability.” 

Hayono said the govern¬ 
ment would investigate the 
case next month, but he said 
Indonesian immigration laws 
stipulate officials are allowed 
to bar entry to a person suf¬ 
fering from insanity or a con¬ 
tagious disease. 

“On the other hand,” Hay¬ 
ono said, “Indonesia has also 


Ary Sudarsono, a promoter 
for the exhibition, said Thurs¬ 
day he received a facsimile 
letter from Johnson’s head¬ 
quarters saying that the bas¬ 
ketball star was “very upset” 
with the cancellation. 

“Without Johnson, there 
will be no Johnson All Star 
team to come to Indonesia,” 
Sudarsono said, citing the let¬ 
ter from Johnson’s headquar¬ 
ters. 

He said the letter asks the 
Indonesian organizers to 


make a definite decision in 48 
hours whether or not Johnson 
would be allowed to visit 
Jakarta. 

Johnson and his team were 
scheduled to arrive in Indone¬ 
sia February 24 for a four-day 
visit that would include an ex¬ 
hibition match to raise funds 
for a campaign against AIDS. 

But the invitation to John¬ 
son and his team has drawn 
controversial reactions from 
government ministers and

Palestinians Brand Suspected Israeli 
Collaborators as Gay - And Kill Them

JERUSALEM - An Israeli 
human rights organization 
said Sunday between 750 and 
950 Palestinians “suspected of 
collaboration” with Israeli au¬ 
thorities have been killed by 
Palestinian activists since the 
beginning of the intifada, the 
Palestinian uprising. 

Many “collaborators” were 
executed after they were 
charged with being “moral of¬ 
fenders” — such as gays, drug 
dealers, and criminals — 
whose behavior was unaccept¬ 
able to Palestinian activist 
groups. 

The B’tselem organization 
issued the first detailed study 
of human rights violations 
against Palestinians by other 
Palestinians under Israeli oc¬ 
cupation. B’tselem officials 
said in addition to those 
killed on suspicion of collabo¬ 
ration, thousands more were 
tortured. 

Researcher Yuval Gunbar 
said in the past the Palestini¬ 
ans adopted the human rights 
criteria of B’tselem when it 

B’tselem found the funda¬ 
mentalist Hamas group overt¬ 
ly supported the killings, 
while Palestine Liberation 


Organization leaders spoke 
out publicly against the 
killings but did not take the 
presented reports critical of 
Israeli treatment of the Pales¬ 
tinians. Today, he said, Pales¬ 
tinians had to apply the same 
standard to themselves. 

“We call on them for the 
more difficult task of adopt¬ 
ing the same criteria in our 
report which among other 
things, criticizes the Palestini¬ 
an political organizations for 
their treatment of other Pales¬ 
tinians,” Gunbar said. 

Since the intifada began 
six years ago, B’tselem has re¬ 
leased numerous reports doc¬ 
umenting human rights viola¬ 
tions by the Israeli authorities 
against the Palestinians. It has 
often been criticized for not 
addressing the collaborator is¬ 
sue. 

Over half wrongly charged 

The new report said the 
tortures and killings of collab¬ 
orators “constitute gross viola¬ 
tions of basic human rights.” 
It said less than 50 percent of 
those killed for suspicion of 
collaborating with Israel were 
actually working with Israeli 
authorities. 


London Age-of-Consent 
Rally Draws Thousands

LONDON — Thousands 
gathered in London’s Trafal¬ 
gar Square Saturday, Febru¬ 
ary 5, to demonstrate their 
support for lowering the age 
of consent for gay men in 
Britain from 21 to 16. 

Amidst loud cheers and 
applause, a number of speak¬ 
ers took to the microphone at 
the foot of Nelson’s Column 
to denounce the current 
British law that criminalizes 
homosexuality under the age 
of 21. They called for a lower¬ 
ing of the age of consent to 
16, the same age heterosexual 
relationships become legal in 
Britain. 

Conservative Party Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament Edwina 
Currie urged demonstrators 
to lobby their Members of 
Parliament to vote in favor of 
changing the age of consent, 
when the law will be put to 
the vote in March. 

“I believe that the state 
should not be involved and 
that the law should not be 
brought in, particularly the 
criminal law, when we are 
talking about the private ac¬ 
tions of private people,” Cur¬ 
rie said. “It is not for the state

The organization also 
called on Israel to end its 
practice of “exploitation” in 
the recruitment of Palestinian 
collaborators.

The debate surrounding 
the age of consent flared up 
recently, weeks ahead of the 
parliamentary vote due in 
March. 

During the last few weeks, 
gay rights campaigners and 
medical professionals have 
pointed out the dangers of 
criminalizing young gay men 
in the age of AIDS. They 
have said many young homo¬ 
sexuals fail to get proper 
health education and advice 
because they are afraid to ad¬ 
mit they are homosexual. 

Currie underlined this 
point when she criticized the 
widespread argument that the 
current law protects young 
men from being harassed by 
older homosexuals. 

“Nor does the law as it 
stands protect young men,” 
Currie said. “It enforces their 
silence.” 

Between 3,000 and 4,000 
people turned out at the rally 
organized by the gay rights 
group Stonewall. 

To mark the end of the oc¬ 
casion, a cloud of colored bal¬ 
loons rose into the blue skies 
as the crowd counted down 
from 21 to 16 and shouted 
“equality.” ▼

The Spirit 
Of Stonewall?

T he local organizers of 
“Stonewall 25,” a 
memorial parade to 
be held in New York 
City this June, have an¬ 
nounced that “groups which 
advocate the abolition of age 
of consent laws” are not wel¬ 
come at their march or its ac¬ 
tivities. This pronouncement 
was clearly aimed at exclud¬ 
ing the North American Man/ 
Boy Love Association (NAM- 
BLA), perennial pariahs of 
the gay movement, rather 
than the Catholic Church or

Michael Jackson. The idea, 
apparently, was to ban them 
without actually mentioning 
them by name, but this waf¬ 
fling technically misses its 
mark since NAMBLA actual¬ 
ly takes no official stand on 
age of consent laws. 

Pandering to mainstream 
opinion isn’t new in the gay 
community. Assimilatos, 
those who pursue acceptance 
at any cost, have always been 
ready to throw the weirder or 
more perverted queers to the 
wolves to prove that they, by 
contrast, are normal. But it is 
a sad sign of the times that a 
group which claims to es¬ 
pouse the spirit of the 
Stonewall Riots should en¬ 
gage in such mean-spirited ex¬ 
clusionary tactics. 

Stonewall was the defining 


moment oi modern gay ac¬ 
tivism. A routine police raid 
on a New York City gay bar 
in June 1969 sparked off a 
weekend-long riot and 
launched the Gay Liberation 
Front (GLF). The Stonewall 
rioters were the “street gays” 
of their time — open, obvious, 
sometimes outrageous and al¬ 
ways outspoken — in contrast 
to the total closet cases and 
the discreetly homosexual. 
The GLF modeled itself on 
the anti-war, women’s and 
black liberation movements: 
militant, radical and national¬ 
ist (in the sense of being anti¬ 
assimilation). 

The original Stonewallers 
were largely pro-pedophilia. 
Age of consent laws were 
seen as just another govern¬ 
ment tool for invading and 
controlling gays’ lives; main¬ 
stream hysteria over boy love 
was dismissed as typical slan¬ 
der. Some activists suggested 
excluding pedophiles from 
the movement to clean up its 
image, but since these were 
the same people who advocat¬ 
ed banning drag queens for 
the same reason, they were 
largely ignored. 

The 25 years since 
Stonewall brought major 
changes in the world and in 
the movement. Society stabi¬ 
lized and the militant pursuit 
of “liberation” wasabandoned 
in favor of lobbying for 
“rights.” This approach wilted 
some when Anita Bryant 
spearheaded an anti-gay back¬ 


lash in the late 70s. The con¬ 
servative but prosperous ’80s 
in turn fostered the rise of 
“Gay Dollar” consumerism. 
The advent of ACT UP in 
1988 partially relegitimized 
civil disobedience, but the 
overall tone of the broader 
gay movement remains mod¬ 
erate in tone, politely request¬ 
ing rights and privileges but 
not too many and not very in¬ 
sistently. 

Activism by fiat 

The single, hot-button is¬ 
sue of pedophilia aside, to¬ 
day’s “Stonewall 25” promot¬ 
ers appear to have little in 
common with the original 
street rioters whose name 
they’ve so proudly co-opted. 
After all, those rioters of 2-1/2 


decades ago threw rocks and 
bottles at cops, which I’m 
sure the current parade orga¬ 
nizers would never endorse 
or allow. The riot had a clear, 
if not clearly articulated, goal: 
to define and defend queer 
turf, physically, morally, and 
spiritually if not legally. The 
memorial parade promotes a 
whole raft of ostensible polit¬ 
ical objectives but in fact 
lacks any coherent core — per¬ 
haps that is why its organiz¬ 
ers find themselves reduced 
to debating who they can ex¬ 
clude. 

(Along similar throw-the- 
hindmost-to-the-wolves lines, 
the owners of Camp Sister 
Spirit, a lesbian-run women’s 
retreat in Mississippi current¬ 
ly being hassled by local 
KKK wannabes, recently ac¬ 
knowledged their refusal to 
allow S/M lesbians to use 
their facility. Their rationale 
boiled down to “we don’t 
want no sicko pervert types 
anywhere near us,” which 
isn’t too different from what 
their Klan-type persecutors 
say about them.) 

The Stonewall riot, like

most riots, was a sponta¬ 
neous, grass-roots eruption; 
the Stonewall anniversary 
march, in contrast, is to be a 
meticulously planned parade 
organized from the top down. 
It exemplifies the current 
trend of activism by fiat; a 
group of politically correct 
movement regulars declare 
themselves “leaders” of this 
or that event and then call 
upon us peons to line up and 
be counted. At the riots no 
one asked “why are we doing 
this?” because the reasons 
were both obvious and viscer¬ 
al, a gut response to a current 
event. The reason or need for 
a Stonewall memorial parade 


isn’t particularly discernible, 
let alone obvious. 

Scavenging the wake 

One reason for the memo¬ 
rial parade is that many 
prominent (in their own 
minds) gay and lesbian lead¬ 
ers didn’t manage to squeeze 
onto the platform at last 
year’s massive March on 
Washington. Although some 
notable narcissists did man¬ 
age to strong-arm their way 
to the microphones by sheer 
physical force, many more 
did not. Thus the Stonewall 
memorial offers another shot 
at podium time for these un¬ 
derexposed activists. 

Another reason for this pa¬ 
rade is that the Gay Games, 
totally apolitical but well-or¬ 
ganized, are being held in 
New York City around the 
same time. This guarantees 
that a large crowd of queers 
from all over the world will 
be in the region, and it’s a 
sure thing that some of them 
will at least look in on the 
Stonewall memorial march. 
Then its organizers can claim 
that they mobilized the 
largest ever meeting of inter¬ 
national gays. 

Finally, a large but tame 
gay gathering offers numer¬ 
ous lucrative marketing op¬ 
portunities. Travel and lodg¬ 
ing packages, memorial book¬ 
lets, commemorative T-shirts 
and mugs, etc. will yield large 
profits to any lavender capi¬ 
talist who can manage to 
jump on the bandwagon. 
Again, this is mostly scaveng¬ 
ing in the wake of the much 
more seriously promoted Gay 
Games, but the pickings 
should be rich enough for all. 

It all sounds like good, 
clean fun for the moderately 
politicized (but well-heeled) 
sweater fag or lipstick les¬ 
bian, but it’s not my idea of 
the Spirit of Stonewall, so I’m 
sitting this march out. It’s un¬ 
likely to accomplish even as 
much as last year’s March on 
Washington — which was 
nothing more than a little PR. 
These junkets inevitably end 
up costing a lot, even when 
you crash on a friend’s floors, 
and I hate flying since I seem 
to get sick every time I do it, 
plus I’m not wild about New 
York in any season. 

To truly celebrate the 
Stonewall riot in the original 
spirit of that time, one should 
throw a rock at a cop or set a 
police car on fire. Jet-setting 
out to the East Coast to scope 
the hunks (of whatever gen¬ 
der) at the Gay Games and 
blow whistles at the United 
Nations sounds like fun, but 
what’s it got to do with 
Stonewall? ▼

Pols Attend Statewide 
Crime Summit in L.A. 


by Elka Worner 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Governor Pete Wilson presid¬ 
ed over the “crime summit” 
in Los Angeles Monday, 
February 7, saying crime is 
affecting every aspect of soci¬ 
ety, and it is time to “put 
away violent criminals for 
life.” 

At the opening of the two- 
day meeting of lawmakers, 
experts and scores of recent 
victims of violent crimes, Wil¬ 
son called for more police, 
tough anti-crime measures, 
and truth-in-sentencing laws. 

Wilson said violent crime 
has a “terribly corrosive effect 
on society ... those who once 
thought they were immune to 
violent crime are realizing 
that it is disrupting every as¬ 
pect of our lives,” Wilson 
said. 

Among the 500 people in 
attendance at the First Pres¬ 
byterian Community Center 
in Hollywood were Los Ange¬ 
les Police Chief Willie 
Williams, Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown, State Senator 


David Roberti, and Los Ange¬ 
les County Sheriff Sherman 
Block. 

Wilson called for more po¬ 
lice to combat crime, saying 
“the best defense against 
crime is a cop on the beat.” 

The governor also recom¬ 
mended several anti-crime 
measures, including the 
“Three Strikes, You’re Out” 
initiative that will be present¬ 
ed to California voters as a 
ballot measure in November. 
The proposal mandates a life 
sentence for any person con¬ 
victed three times for a vio¬ 
lent felony. 

“It is time for California to 
put away violent criminals for 
life,” Wilson said. 

The three-strikes measure 
has attracted bipartisan sup¬ 
port and is actively supported 
by the parents of Polly Klaas, 
the 12-year-old girl killed last 
year by a paroled repeat of¬ 
fender with a history of sex 
crimes. 

Wilson also said criminals 
should be forced serve their 
entire sentences. 

“We shouldn’t let violent 


criminals get out early be¬ 
cause they’ve done a good job 
folding shirts in the prison 
laundry,” Wilson said as the 
audience roared in applause. 

Roberti, a longtime gun 
control advocate, said tougher 
laws and more police alone 
cannot reduce crime. 

“We need to make sure 
people don’t have more fire¬ 
power than the police,” 
Roberti said. 

After the opening remarks, 
the conference broke up into 
panel discussions on several 
topics including violence 
against women and children, 
violence in school, juvenile 
crimes, gangs, and crime pre¬ 
vention efforts. 

The summit continued 
Tuesday with discussions on 
law enforcement and punish¬ 
ment, the cost of crime for 
businesses, and the use of 
firearms to commit crimes. 

Before the summit began, 
a memorial service was held 
at the church for the thou¬ 
sands of victims lost to the 
rising tide of violent crime in 
California. V

Planning for HIV Prevention 
that the CDC has carried out 
this year, a process lauded by 
AIDS czar Kristine Gebbie. 
Fox assumed it had the full 
support of the administration. 
But “then to turn around and 
see that there were no new 
dollars allocated for preven¬ 
tion, that is very disturbing.” 

“We were assured going 
into the process this year that 
we would see a substantial in¬ 
crease for prevention,” said 
Fox, “and we didn’t get that.” 

“I can’t even begin to fath¬ 
om where somebody thought 
that would be okay,” said 
Plum. 

The one dissenter on pre¬ 
vention was ACT UP’s 
Michael. “Prevention isn’t an 
issue of substance to us any 
more. Where does the money 
go? To AIDS bureaucrats. 
Why should ACT UP concern 
itself with fighting for preven¬ 
tion when all that does is pay 
for the salaries of people who 
kiss this administration’s 
butt?” 

He questioned the message 
that AIDS organizations are 
sending when the one fund¬ 
ing issue they all seem willing 
to fight for is prevention. 
“Don’t they understand that 


this focus on prevention is a 
mental doomer to people that 
are positive? It’s like, ‘oh, 
we’re all written off, it doesn’t 
matter.’” He wants to see the 
emphasis and money put on 
basic research towards a cure.

On congressional action 

In past years the Reagan 
and Bush administrations 
would submit inadequate 
budget proposals on AIDS 
cUi d Congress would routinely 
increase specific line items. 
The first part of that pattern 
has repeated itself under the 


first budget that Clinton can 
really call his own. It remains 
to be seen how Congress will 
react. 

Gregory King, spokesper¬ 
son for the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, says his or¬ 
ganization will work in 
Congress to increase what he 
labeled as “clearly inade¬ 
quate.” But he fears there 
may be attempts in the senate 
to make cuts. He cited at¬ 
tempts in past years by Jesse 
Helms to do just that. 

Fox believes that the job 
of increasing funding levels 
will not be easy. “We have a 
much more entrenched 
deficit-conscious Congress in 
place right now.” 

Plumb thinks the problem 
goes beyond that. “In his 
[Clinton’s] mind, as well as 
the mind of probably three 
quarters of the politicians, if 
not more, this is a gay dis¬ 
ease. And they are being nice 
about it in their view. 

“But this is pure and 
straight homophobia,” she 
continued. “If this disease was 
visibly affecting a heterosexu¬ 
al community of affluence in¬ 
stead of a heterosexual com¬ 
munity of poverty, a visible 
heterosexual community, this 
would not be happening. It 
just wouldn’t be.” ▼

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Even With New Scenes, 

' Streetcar ' Remains Incomplete 

Fully Restored? 
Almost.

F our decades after the 
film’s initial release, 
the Castro Theatre is 
presenting what it 
calls a “fully restored” version 
of Tennessee Williams’ A 
Streetcar Named Desire. Ow¬ 
ing to the way censorship op¬ 
erated in ’50s Hollywood, the 
theatre’s claim is a bit false, 
but one is glad for the oppor¬ 
tunity, finally, to view the 
production that director Elia 
Kazan fashioned — before the 
Catholic Legion of Decency 
stepped in to protect America 
from moral ambiguity. 

As censorship is an ongo¬ 
ing threat — there is always 
something we the masses are 
supposedly incapable of inter¬ 
preting correctly; this week 
it’s dramatized violence — 
Streetcar’s evolution from 
stage to screen is of more 
than historical interest. 

Williams’ play concerns 
the visit of Blanche (Vivien 
Leigh), a “fallen” woman who 
has been run out of a Missis¬ 
sippi town, to the New Or¬ 
leans tenement of her sister 
Stella (Kim Hunter) and Stel¬ 
la’s husband Stanley (Marlon 
Brando). The play was about 
desire, denial, and self-delu¬ 
sion, and, as Williams de¬ 
scribed it to head Hollywood 
censor Joseph Breen, “the rav¬ 
ishment of the tender, the 
sensitive, and the delicate, by 
the savage and brutal forces 
of modern society.” The play¬ 


wright’s observations about 
humanity remain as potent as 
ever — one could make the 
case that Mike Leigh has up¬ 
dated some of Williams’ 
themes, and the character of 
Stanley Kowalski, with the 
film Naked.

Faithful Kazan 

Kazan did a masterful job 
translating Williams’ ideas to 
the screen, keeping faith with 
their essence even as he 
steered around truths too hot 
for the censors — not necessar¬ 
ily screen audiences of 1951 or 
theatregoers — to handle. 

Kazan’s contribution went 
beyond his direction of the ac¬ 
tors. The use of lighting and 
shadows, and the manipula¬ 
tion of physical and screen 
space, complemented 
Williams’ symbol-laden text. 
The film’s jazz score, which 
intensified the characters’ psy- 
chological agitation, was 


groundbreaking; it is still ef¬ 
fective in the ’90s. 

Three main areas dis¬ 
turbed Breen, who had initial¬ 
ly declared Streetcar unsuit¬ 
able for the screen (too much 
money was at stake for some¬ 
one not to attempt to film it). 
One was that Blanche’s hus¬ 
band Allan Grey — spoken of 
but not seen in the play — 
committed suicide after she’d 
taunted him for being less 
than a man because he was 


homosexual. In the play, she 
alludes to coming upon him 
making love to a man. 

Another Breen objection 
was, as he wrote to Warner 
Bros., “an inference of a type 
of nymphomania with re¬ 
gards to the character of 
Blanche.” The masses had to 
be protected from the “infer¬ 
ence” that such people (not to 
mention homosexuals) exist¬ 
ed. Lastly, Stanley’s rape of

Elegant 

Sorcerer

T wo years ago, David 
Cale, in his virtuoso 
performance piece 
Deep In a Dream of 
You, stood on a bare stage at 
Life on the Water theatre 
and, using only his voice and 
hands, conjured an unforget¬ 
table cast of anxious, oddball 
characters linked by erotic ob¬ 
session: a sailor who rapes a 
teenage boy; a woman who 
rhapsodizes about being se¬ 
duced by a male dolphin; an 
aging termagant who obsess¬ 
es over the sturdy body of a 
lover she loathes; a man who 
takes revenge on his wife by 
telling her about his midnight 
meetings with a hardscrabble 
shrew who defacates on him 
in a bathtub. The show ended 
with a sublime reverie in¬ 
spired by a man whose lover 
died of AIDS. 

Using his voice like a mu-

sical instrument, Cale master¬ 
fully projected the various 
shapes and colors of love, 
faith, betrayal, envy, compul¬ 
sion and infatuation as these 
forces played themselves out 
upon seemingly ordinary peo¬ 
ple. The show was a master¬ 
ful study of emotional alien¬ 
ation, of John and Jane Doe 
out of sync with the world 
trying to hold it all together 
while teetering on the brink 
of madness. 

Cale’s preoccupation with 
alienation, with the emotional 
qualities of otherness, has 
been a consistent feature of 
his theatrical work for the 
past eight years. The theme 
emerges again in his latest 
and, perhaps, most interesting 
psychological odyssey, Some-

W hen it comes to 
following tough 
acts, San Francis¬ 
co-based choreog¬ 
rapher Margaret Jenkins is in 
greatest danger of upstaging 
herself. Now celebrating its 
20th anniversary, Jenkins’ 
company appears in The 
Gates: Far Away Near, a col¬ 
laboration that itself com¬ 
memorates Jenkins’ artistic 
history in the Bay Area. 

Far Away Near reunites 
Jenkins with some of her best- 
known collaborators of the 
last two decades: Rinde Eck¬ 
ert and poet Michael Palmer 
(who provide the text), Paul 
Dresher (who composed the 
musical accompaniment), and 
Alexander V. Nichols (set and 
lighting) and Sandra Woodall 
(costumes). Long-time Jenk¬ 
ins dancer and choreographer 
Elbe Klopp shares creative 
credit with Jenkins and, in¬ 
deed, with the ensemble’s six 
other dancers, whom the pro¬ 
gram identifies as “choreo¬ 
graphic collaborators.” 

Coming, as it does, when 
Jenkins’ Pedal Steel (1985) 


and Shelf Life (1987) are still 
etched in memory as some of 
the most glorious moments in 
a dancegoer’s life, Far Away 
Near falls short of the 
heights Jenkins is capable of 
reaching. It does so, however, 
for such complicated and ulti¬ 
mately engaging reasons that 
one can’t see Far Away Near 
without being impressed by 
the creative intelligence be¬ 
hind the project. 

Unclear resolution 

In the early moments of 
Far Away Near, a narrator’s 
voice tells us, “The signal has 
gone out. . . . We are called 
from our scattered provinces 
to look in at the city through 
its seven gates to better know 
the state of things and to ask 
the questions, What are the 
stories, What is to be done?” 
The gates themselves are 
named: The Gate of Mea¬ 
sures, Gate of Ruins, Gate of 
Desire, Gate of Breath, Gate 
of Public Words, Gate of Pas¬ 
sages, Gate of Birds. 

This is heady stuff, and 
evocative. One expects — not 
entirely unrealistically — that

The big news from the 
Sundance Film Festival is 
about Go Fish, which is be¬ 
ing described in Hollywood 
'parlance (a language in which 
you can only grasp new ideas 
insofar as they relate to old 
ideas) as “a lesbian She’s Got¬ 
ta Have It.” The Samuel 
Goldwyn Co. has acquired 
worldwide distribution rights 
to the film by unknowns 
Rose Troche and Guine¬ 
vere Turner, which is about 
“the daily hopes and fears of 
lesbians in the 1990s”; the 
film is also being compared to 
Slacker. Goldwyn execs say 
that “it’s really the first gay 
film that’s not all about com¬ 
ing out or the struggle for 
one’s identity ... it’s a sexy ro¬ 
mantic comedy in a world 
we’ve never seen.”

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The Power of Positive Lesbian Pulp 

The Secret Life of Ann Bannon

W hile her husband 
was at work and 
her children were 
napping, she was 
a model ’50s housewife who 
secretly hammered out some 
of pulp fiction’s hottest les¬ 
bian titles. But Ann Bannon is 
not her real name. 

Published between 1957 
and 1962, Odd Girl Out, I 
Am A Woman, Woman In 
The Shadows, Journey To A 
Woman and Beebo Brinker 
have survived the pulps to be¬ 
come popular classics, reprint¬ 
ed first by the New York 
Times in a library edition 
and then by Naiad Press. 
More than titillating page- 
turners, these novels consti¬ 
tute a crash course in lesbian 
consciousness-raising, one 
that has facilitated the real- 
life coming out of generations 
of readers. 

The funny thing is, they 
were written in the closet. 

“You were living your life 
on a postage stamp and if you 
were to step outside it was 
very dangerous,” says the 60- 
year-old survivor of cold-war 
era, compulsory heterosexual¬ 
ity. A French lit major from 
the University of Illinois, Ban¬ 
non had married fresh out of 
college. “I couldn’t get loose, I 
couldn’t walk away. I had no 
idea how I would take care of 
myself, how I would live.” A 
lesbian lifestyle “wasn’t a se¬ 
rious option, but I had to con¬ 
nect with it, I was just desper¬ 
ate to connect with it.” 

So she used her imagina¬ 
tion. 

Two years into married 
life, Bannon remembers, “We 
had moved to Philadelphia. 
And I had an old portable 
typewriter and I sat down 
and I thought, ‘Damn it, I’ve 
got a story in me. I know I 
can do this.’ In the meantime, 
I had been discovering les¬ 
bian novels — the paperbacks 
that proceeded mine.” 

Those so-called pulps were 
the medium of choice for les¬ 
bian and gay writers “as long 
as there was enough repres¬ 
sion in the hard cover houses 
to discourage people who 
wanted to write about it from 
submitting their work,” says 
Bannon, betraying a firm 
grasp of the politics of cre¬ 
ative writing. “Everywhere 
you looked there were paper¬ 
back book racks and on every 
rack, there were lesbian nov¬ 
els.” 

Bannon “found a paper¬ 
back version of The Well of 
Loneliness and I was just ob¬ 
sessed with it. And I found 
Vin Packard’s book, Spring- 
fire.” She wrote to Packard, 
an established pulp writer, 
who promised an introduc¬ 
tion to her publisher as soon 
as Bannon had something to 
show. 

Odd girl in 

“What do you know when 
you’re 21? I think I was 22 
when I finished it and 23 
when they published it,” Ban¬ 
non says of her first effort. 
“So I wrote a college novel 
about a young woman named 
Beth, who fell in love with a 
young guy named Charley. 
Beth was a sorority girl and 
she sort of had a thing going 
with her roommate, Laura. 
But then she did the All- 
American thing and fell in 
love with the guy. And it was 
sort of a nothing book, but it 


rattled on for six or seven 
hundred pages.” 

Bannon then made the trip 
to New York City to meet “a 
wonderful old Irishman 
named Dick Carroll, who 
used to be the editor of Gold 
Medal Books.” She handed 
him her book and the next 
day “he handed it back and 
said, ‘This is truly awful’. But 
he said, ‘Take it home and 
rewrite it and pull together 
the part about Beth and Lau¬ 
ra. That’s your book.’ Well,” 
recalls Bannon, laughing like 
a schoolgirl, “I was really 
stunned, because I thought I 
had been really subtle.” 

Having had literary les¬ 
bianism thrust upon her, Ban¬ 
non rose to the challenge to 
come out in print. “And so I 
did rewrite it. And I brought 
it in and they didn’t change a 
word. And it became Odd 
Girl Out,” the second best¬ 
selling paperback of 1957. 
“Beth still went off with 
Charley, but not until there 
was a real affair and it didn’t 
end in tragedy. 

“And Laura,” Bannon says 
of her lesbian heroine, “who 
then, at the end of the affair, 
came to a recognition and an 
acceptance of herself, got on a 
train for New York City,” 
thus fulfilling her creator’s 
personal fantasy. 

My first born 

Ann Bannon’s vicarious 
lesbian adventures became a 
serious rival of her alter ego’s 
domestic life. “When they 
mailed me [proofs], I was 
pregnant with my first daugh¬ 
ter. And I said to my hus¬ 
band, ‘This is my first born,’ 
referring to Odd Girl Out. 
He was not amused.” He was 
probably jealous. “I think I 
lived far more intensely in 
the creation of the books than 
I did in my marriage. Far 
more intensely. They mat¬ 
tered more to me. And the 
fact that they maintained my 
emotional health and kept my 
mind busy and active — they 
gave me far more than I gave 
them in that regard,” says 
Bannon, forgetting that if it 
weren’t for her, her books 
wouldn’t exist. 

“The exploration of my 


own needs and emotions, and 
the construction of a whole 
existence outside of my own, 
that was more interesting 
than my own” hooked her 
on writing. “Once I got start¬ 
ed I just knew I had found the 
right thing. I knew I was con¬ 
structing a world that I was 
fascinated with and wanted to 
be part of. This is the way I 
could join it, the way I could 
matter, somehow leave a foot¬ 
print there.” As for her hus¬ 
band: “He loved the money, 
but he just didn’t read them.” 

All of the demure house¬ 
wife’s sapphic passion and en¬ 
ergy were funnelled into the 
creation of her books and 
“private moments. As some¬ 
body once said, in sex as in 
bridge — if you have a good 
hand, you don’t need a part¬ 
ner,” kids Bannon, looking so 
innocent it takes a moment 
for the joke to register. “The 
strategies, the fantasies, the 
story-telling, the time alone, 
the use that I made of music, 
of other literature, of art, of 
anything that would feed the 
fantasy — it was so nourishing, 
it was so life-affirming, it was 
such a beautiful part of my 
life that I think I became sort 
of an addict of what I could 
do for myself.” 

Free at last 

Bannon separated from 
her husband in 1981 and two 
years later, at the age of 50, 
this erotic loner had her first 
taste of real, partnered les¬ 
bian passion. The relationship 
didn’t work out, but Bannon 
remembers the woman “with 
affection and gratitude.” Still 
waiting for Ms. Right, Ban¬ 
non’s mind remains her pre¬ 
eminent erogenous zone: “I 
could snatch any moment, 
wandering down the aisle in 
the grocery store or driving to 
work. And I still do this. And 
so every day I have some¬ 
thing beautiful that I con¬ 
struct, that I can play with, 
look at, build and revise, and 
make perfect, make beauti¬ 
ful.” 

For the time being, this 
gay divorcee and proud moth¬ 
er of two daughters is keep¬ 
ing her fantasies to herself. 
When she retires as a dean of 
California State University at 


Sacramento next year, she’ll 
start work on a new book fea¬ 
turing her most famous cre¬ 
ation, Beebo Brinker. Or 
she’ll try her hand at a histor¬ 
ical novel about 17th-century 
English novelist Aphra Behn 
and actress Nell Gwynn. 
Whatever endeavor she pur¬ 
sues, the message will proba¬ 
bly be life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

“One of my first very 
heavy crushes was on the 
Statue of Liberty,” Bannon 
confesses without a blush. 


“It’s so huge and it seems to 
embody so much power. And 
it’s so beautiful. And it’s so 
clearly a woman. I was very 
little when I saw a picture of 
it and I was” — and here 
words fail the wordsmith, 
who simply sighs in ecstasy — 
“Ah!” T

Brother Phranc's Traveling 
Salvation Show

W hen some friends 
of mine drove 
down to San Jose 
two months ago 
to see Neil Diamond in con¬ 
cert, I laughed. I mean, come 
on, Neil Diamond? Even if 
they were just going for the in¬ 
herent kitsch value, I couldn’t 
help but think it was 
pushing the envelope of sup¬ 
posed post-modern hipness. 
Could Neil Diamond really be 
considered cool enough to be 
construed as campy? 

Well, I discovered, yes. But 
it wasn’t my friends who con¬ 
vinced me of this. It was 
Phranc herself, the self-de¬ 
scribed “all-American Jewish 
lesbian folk-singing surfer.” 
Last weekend she brought 
her “Hot August Phranc” tour 
to the Great American Music 
Hall for two nights of Neil Di¬ 
amond posturing and croon¬ 
ing, dramatic arm gestures 
and all. 



A bad hair day? No, just 
Phranc with a Neil Diamond 
hairdo. 


Now I must admit, at first 
I was skeptical. My aversion 
to Neil Diamond runs pretty 
deep, stemming from the fact 
that when I was young, my 
mother used to play his 
records constantly, no doubt 
causing me irreparable brain 
damage at an early age. To 
this day, I am still scarred by 
the indelible memory of com¬ 
ing home from school to my 
mother cleaning the house 
with the hi-fi cranked up, bel¬ 
lowing at the top of her lungs, 
“You don’t bring me flowers 
anymooooore!” It was enough 
to steer me clear of anything 
Neil Diamond for years to 
come. 

That is, until last weekend. 
With a certain amount of

trepidation, I went to see 
Phranc. She is known for 
putting on a great show, so 
even though I had absolutely 
no desire to hear songs that I 
had willfully avoided for the 
past 10 years, I decided to en¬ 
dure it anyway. And you 
know what? It wasn’t so bad. 
In fact, it was downright fun! 
Granted, I should have 
known ail along, but it took 
Phranc to make me realize 
the obvious — Neil Diamond 
can be hysterically absurd! 

Astonishing likeness 

From the silver lame shirt 
to the outstretched arm ges¬ 
tures, she had him down 
beautifully. Here is someone 
who has obviously seen The 
Jazz Singer one too many 
times. Though I thought her 
bad ’70’s wig made her look 
more like Donny Osmond 
than Neil Diamond, her swag¬ 
gering hips and cheesy grin 
helped pull it off. As I sat 
back and watched, all of those 
glorious, awful songs came 
back to me. “I Am I Said,” 
“Sweet Caroline,” “Girl, 
You’ll Be a Woman Soon,” 
and “Brother Love’s Travel¬ 
ing Salvation Show” were 
just a few of the “classics” she 
and her three-piece band per¬ 
formed during the hour-long 
set. As an encore, she brought 
down the house with “Amer¬ 
ica,” the opening number 
from The Jazz Singer, replete 
with an obligatory unfurling 
of the American flag. 

While the look and ges¬ 
tures were certainly campy, 
Neil Diamond all the way, 
she did manage to “Phranc- 
ify” the music to a certain de¬ 
gree, making the material 
more distinctive than if it had 
just been a standard set of 


straight covers. To understand 
what I mean, imagine Neil 
Diamond songs as played by a 
jangly-guitar folk rock band, 
and you’ve got a pretty good 
idea of what the sound was 
like. 

To say that the crowd was 
enthusiastic would be an un¬ 
derstatement. Frequent cries 
of, “We love you Neil!” could 
be heard, and more than a 
few women threw their 
panties on stage, which 
Phranc, with a glimmer of

irony in her eyes, used to 
wipe her sweating brow. 

Preceding the Neil Dia¬ 
mond revue was a short, half- 
hour opening set, featuring 
Phranc as herself! As always, 
it was just her and an acoustic 
guitar. She performed fa¬ 
vorites like “Bulldagger 
Swagger,” and “Life Lover,” 
and more recent material, in¬ 
cluding an ode to Hillary 
Clinton and her eyebrows. 
Phranc’s charm, obvious tal¬ 
ent and tireless wit make her 
a joy to watch and hear. The 
audience thought so too, as 
they laughed as much as 
they applauded. 

Before the second set, 
Phranc prepared the audience 
for what was to come, saying 
how proud she was to be 
sharing the stage with “The 
Great One himself.” At the 
time, I winced. But after see¬ 
ing “Hot August Phranc,” I’ve 
decided I actually like Neil 
Diamond now — well, as long 
as he’s really a Jewish lesbian 
folk singer in drag. ▼ 


Revisiting a Classic: 'The Sound of Music' 

Sterling Sounds

I t’s not easy for a dyed 
in the wool Stephen 
Sondheim fan to admit 
this, but I actually like 
the musicals of Richard 
Rodgers and Oscar Hammer- 
stein. Their politics are fre¬ 
quently appalling, but the mu¬ 
sic is extraordinary. Continu¬ 
ing the confession, I even like 
The Sound of Music. So it 
was with feelings of joyful an¬ 
ticipation that I trekked to the 


Orpheum Theatre to see 
Marie Osmond do a star turn 
in a new production of that 
plucky play about a plucky 
hero, plucky nuns and an 
abundance of plucky children. 

And I’m glad I did. The 
Sound of Music is a musical 
that shows its age, indeed 
some of the scenes creak with 
antiquity, and if you go ex¬ 
pecting Dialogues des 
Carmelites, you will, of 
course, be disappointed. But 
taken on its own terms, this is 


a lovely show. The direction, 
by James Hammerstein (Os¬ 
car’s son), is crisp when it 
needs to be, and the pace is 
generally lively. It’s a real 
pleasure to watch a profes¬ 
sional production of an old- 
fashioned Broadway musical, 
with lots of wonderful songs 
(sung by actors who actually 
know how to sing), beautiful 
costumes and scads of people 
on stage. 

Scads of adults are one

body Else’s House, a one- 
man show written and direct¬ 
ed by Cale opening February 
11 at the Bay front Theatre. 

Somebody Else’s House, 
which consists of a dozen 
loosely connected mono¬ 
logues, features yet another 
remarkable cast of addled 
and damaged characters: 
there’s Qui Qui, the psychotic 
inner-child of a chronically 
depressed suicidal; Jay, a self- 
obsessed body-builder so en¬ 
amored of his own body that 
his sole ambition in life is to 
own “a warm mirror”; Lillian, 
a repressed housewife who 
pantomimes sexual fantasies 
with an imagined hunk 
named Jimmy; Dorothy, a 
nostalgic hussy in the twilight 
of her sexual life; and a gay 
man so unnerved by his gay¬ 
ness that all his life he’s “felt 
like he’s been living in some¬ 
body else’s house.” 

“I’ve always been fascinat¬ 
ed by people who don’t fit 
in,” said Cale in a recent in¬ 
terview from New York. 
“Somebody Else’s House is 
all about that, but it’s also, re¬ 
ally, a celebration of other¬ 
ness.” 

If that’s a fitting descrip¬ 
tion of his most recent work, 
it’s suitably descriptive, too, 
of his other critically-ac¬ 
claimed one-man shows, The 
Redthroats, Smooch Music, 
The Nature of Things and 
Deep in a Dream of You, all 
of which have featured a con¬ 
sortium of unusual “other” 
types, personalities that Cale 
says are “composites of many 
people,” not caricatures of 
specific individuals. That al¬ 
most goes without saying as 
the denizens of his sepulchral 
worlds are hardly people 
you’re likely to run into at the 
local cafe, unless your coffee 
house is really a Toulouse 
Lautrec painting or a film by 
Bunuel. They’re just that 
weird. 

And more than a few peo¬ 
ple would say the same about 
Cale. He is a bit odd, almost 
too many people at once, a 
walking catatonic collage 
whose onstage voice shifts so 
effortlessly between mirth 
and despair, child and adult, 


man and woman that watch¬ 
ing and listening to him can 
be more than a little terrify¬ 
ing. Even when he’s making 
you laugh out loud a lingering 
sense that all is not quite 
right massages its way into 
the nervous system, creating 
in the viewer an exhilarating 
feeling of vertigo, a sense that 
one is helplessly falling to¬ 
ward some dark, cataclysmic 
truth about sex and the 
time/space continuum. 

But, despite his ability to 
mesmerize, Cale denies mem¬ 
bership to any Sorcerer’s 
Club. Responding to criticism 
that his work is a scare-show 
the 35-year-old British-born 
performer protests, “Oh no, 
it’s not that at all. I speak in 
very straight-forward terms to 
my audiences. It’s as if we’re 
all friends. Most of the time 
I’m just doing stand-up come¬ 
dy.” 

Indeed, Somebody Else’s 
House is Cale’s most straight¬ 
forward work to date. It is un¬ 
questionably more intellectu¬ 
ally focused than the sprawl¬ 
ing, emotional Deep In a 
Dream of You. Where the 
latter reached for vivid emo¬ 
tional arcs, House is deliber¬ 
ately subdued. Still, both 
shows — and to a large extent 
most of Cale’s solo work — are 
alike in that they use sex as a 
common medium for translat¬ 
ing anxiety, cosmic or other, 
into expressible human 
terms. Cale, of course, bristles 
at any facile reduction of his 
work, but he beats a hasty re¬ 
treat after ticking off the 
names of a dozen or so of the 
sex-doused characters he’s 
conjured for audiences over 
the past eight years. “Yes, I 
suppose sex really is a big 
part of my work,” he laughs. 
“It’s definitely there, but I’m 
also interested in things that 
happen around sex, like am¬ 
bivalence, which is interesting 
because it’s contradictory to 
love, and contradictions are 
interesting. They’re like little 
truths living alongside each 
other.” 

Cale is fascinated by the 
multiplicity of truth. It creates 
rich irony, rich because in¬ 
spired by the fabric of life it¬ 
self. Bringing that richness to 
an audience, he says, doesn’t 
involve being didactic, as real 
connections in art are purely 


intuitive. “There’s a little line 
running through all of my 
pieces, but it’s very subtle, de¬ 
liberately. I put things along¬ 
side each other and if they 
work I know there’s some in¬ 
ternal logic to the relation¬ 
ship. But it’s a question of 
feeling it working, between 
me and the audience.” 

Personality, experience 
and psychology tell us, is rich 
in contradiction. A self can 
possess many different selves. 
And it takes a keen eye to dis¬ 
cern exactly how many selves 
there are in a self. David Cale 
has an eye for finding even 
the smallest ruptures in the 
most stable psyches: “I’m 
very attracted,” he says “to 
people who appear perfectly 
normal because they don’t 
seem interesting, but whom 
become interesting when you 
notice qualities that were 
overlooked.” While Cale 
could very well be describing 
a small minority, he makes it 
perfectly clear that the rest of 
the world is potential fodder 
for his fertile imagination: 
“Nobody’s normal,” he says, 
“Everybody’s got something 
that makes them unusual.” 

No place like home 

Cale’s fascination with dif¬ 
ference, or otherness, stems in 
large part from his own sense 
of rootlessness in the world. 
As a gay, ex-citizen of the 
U.K. constantly on the move 
from one gig to another, 
home is where the heart is, 
but it remains a place he can’t 
get. “I move around a lot. I 
end up living in hotel rooms 
and that creates a sense of 
displacement that disposes 
me to others who also lack a 
permanent sense of home.” 

For many years Cale did 


have a permanent home, 
Luton, England, an industrial 
town north of London where 
he was born and raised, a 
place he considers “far more 
terrifying” than his ur-home, 
Manhattan. Cale spent 20 
years in Luton, finally leav¬ 
ing in 1979 when he joined a 
rock band and moved to Lon¬ 
don. In 1980 he came to New 
York and began turning 
songs into monologues. 

Cale says he has no desire 
to return to Luton, or Eng¬ 
land for that matter, as nei¬ 
ther place, he says, creatively 
nurtured him. “I went back 
once, a few years ago,” he 
says with disdain, “and no 
one, not a single person had 
any curiosity at all about 
what I’d been doing. No one 
cared in the least. The only 
memorable thing anybody 
said to me came from an old 
childhood friend who looked 
at me and said, ‘You’re going 
bald.’” And, indeed, he is. 

Surprisingly worldly 

For a man who’s made a 
religion of remove, an art of 
quiet takes on personalities 
both real and imagined, Cale 
is surprisingly worldly. 
Though he says he’s not the 
least bit interested in talking 
about his sex life (“Oh it’s 
wildly intense, I assure you”), 
he is, nevertheless, a man 
who has engaged the world at 
large. House is his fifth one- 
man show in a busy seven- 
year period that has also in¬ 
cluded musical collaborations, 
movie and television roles 
(Moon Over Parador, Radio 
Days, He Said, She Said ), a 
screenplay, and the publica¬ 
tion of a book of his theatrical 
works. In addition, Cale is 
also an accomplished singer 


and songwriter. His credits as 
lyricist include the songs 
“Ghostly” and “Imitation of a 
Kiss,” which was used on the 
soundtrack of Robert Altman’s 
Short Cuts, a film that Cale 
calls, with a dollop of trepida¬ 
tion, “a masterpiece.” As con¬ 
firmation of his growing artis¬ 
tic status in the theater world, 
both Somebody Else’s House 
and Deep in a Dream of You 
were commissioned by the 
Goodman Theatre of Chicago. 

His efforts lately, aside 
from House, have been to “di¬ 
versify.” Among the many 
things on his plate are a 
record of songs for John Kelly, 
more work “in films and on 
films,” and a play, which Cale 
describes as an interlocking 
monologue about a man and a 
woman who realize, in the 
middle of a bad play they’re 
attending, that they’ve been 
cheating on each other. 

Despite his obvious success 
in the world, Cale has begun 
to feel the grip of discontent: 
“One day recently I saw my¬ 
self in the mirror,” he drones 
benignly, “balding and pale, 
and I said ‘Oh God, this is 
traumatic, I’m 35 years old, 
I’m turning middle-aged, and 
what have I done with my 
life?”’ 

Though the question seems 
oddly rhetorical for a man so 
accomplished, one might sug¬ 
gest that if he’s really interest¬ 
ed in knowing the answer, he 
should order one — or all — of 
his selves to the Bayfront The¬ 
atre pronto and find out. ▼

what will follow is a narrative 
structure in which the gates 
and the city within will be 
progressively revealed. Dis¬ 
appointingly, such a structure 
barely emerges. 

It is never entirely clear, 
for instance, exactly which 
gate is being visited in any of 
Far Away Near’s various 
sections. Although only one 
gate is named The Gate of 
Birds, a bird motif (repeatedly 
underscored both by the 
movement and by the music, 
in which loon calls, chirps, 
and the beating of wings are 
featured) occurs throughout. 

The gates are described as 
“ancient” and, indeed, Hindu 
mythic elements seem delib¬ 
erately set into the move¬ 
ment: a series of distinctive 
madras (gestures for hands 
and arms); a Natraj, or one- 
legged “dancing Shiva” pos¬ 
ture given to company mem¬ 
ber Tony Coray; even a sort 
of tongue-extended grimace 
that is reminiscent of Kali 
statuary and masks. 

Otherwise, however, the 
text suggests such a jumble of 
iconography that the result is 
more confusing than fertile. 
Associations are heaped upon 
one another and the strange 
non sequiturs of dreams be¬ 
come the only logic available.

thing, but some of the scads 
in this show are children who 
have to sing and be adorable 
without being so precious 
that they make us nauseous. 
The seven children in this 
production are delightful — 
they sing well, recite their 
lines with touching credibili¬ 
ty, and march with great 
verve. There are also scads of 
children in the audience, and 
I can report that on the night 
I went none seemed bored or 
distracted. I am certain they 
were enthralled. 

The adults in the cast are 
also quite good. Marie Os¬ 
mond has a voice that works 
very well for this show, and 
her interactions with the chil¬ 
dren were splendid. Her 
Maria is perky and brave and 
joyful; I especially enjoyed 
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Bold counterpoint 

There is, of course, noth¬ 
ing inherently wrong with 
such an artistic solution to the 
narrative problem. Indeed, as 
a collage of images, music, 
and words washes over an au¬ 
dience, the result can be deli¬ 
cious. Alternately, as too of¬ 
ten happens in Far Away 
Near, the elements can over¬ 
shadow one another like too 
many brightly colored sheets 
jammed together in the wash: 
In the end, everything comes 
out a kind of murky taupe. 

From the standpoint of 
pure movement, one is struck 
by the bold counterpoints in 
Far Away Near: the friezes 
and tableaux set alongside 
frantic group sections in 
which dancers dash helter- 
skelter across the stage, each 
completely absorbed with 
some unique tic or gesture; 
the delicately undulating 
arms and shoulders of Ellie 
Klopp in one of her several 
gorgeous solos juxtaposed 
against the gawky waddle 
that she performs elsewhere, 
her arms askew like a goony 
bird trying to land in some 
crowded island rookery; the 
moments in which dancers 
gaze raptly into one another’s 
eyes contrasted with those in 
, which their self-focus is so in¬ 
tense that it leads to near col¬ 
lisions. 

Far Away Near was made 
on — and, because it is a col¬ 
laboration in which Jenkins’ 


dancers participated, made 
by— a company of whom half 
had been with Jenkins a year 
or less. The necessary pro¬ 
cesses of assimilation and syn¬ 
thesis were still new enough, 
that is, to have left visible 
seams. There is, for example, 
a sameness in the movement 
that doesn’t wear well over 
the course of the evening. 
And the great stillnesses, the 
unadorned walking and stand¬ 
ing that are prominent in Far 
Away Near, cry out for 
dancers who are better able 
to sustain what are, ironically, 
some of the most difficult 
feats in dance. 

One of the great dangers 
of collaboration — and proba¬ 
bly the reason why it is so ir¬ 
resistibly risky to artists — is 
that the disparate elements 
will wind tip competing with, 
rather than complementing, 
one another. In Far Away 
Near, that is, the movement, 
narration, and score each 
clamor so independently and 
so energetically for attention 
that one is almost exhausted 
by the effort. In the end it is 
the choreography that has the 
hardest time making itself 
heard above the fray. ▼

her early scenes in which she 
stood up to the ferocious Cap¬ 
tain Von Trapp. Indeed, I’m 
hoping that this will be the 
first in a series — I’d like to 
see Osmond as Nellie For- 
bush in South Pacific and 
Anna in The King and I. 

Laurence Guittard’s Cap¬ 
tain is appropriately fierce 
and emotionally frozen until 
thawed by the power of love 
(I know, it’s corny — sue me). 
The evil Frau Schraeder (Jane 
Seaman) and the eternal 
sponge Max Detweiler (John 
Tillotson) are world-weary 
and cynical. Their songs — 
“How Can Love Survive” and 
“No Way to Stop It” — offer 
the few non-sweet moments 
in the show, and the actors 


perform them with a nice un¬ 
dertone of malice. 

This is by no means a per¬ 
fect production. I wish that 
Osmond would play the gui¬ 
tar, not just carry it around. 
The actors’ diction is so crisp 
that it often sounds painfully 
affected (the “t” sounds are 
particularly annoying). But, 
minor considerations notwith¬ 
standing, if you enjoy the mu¬ 
sicals of the era that preceded 
Andrew Lloyd Webber, you 
will not be disappointed with 
this production. I know that I 
had a wonderful time, and if 
asked, I’d probably go again. 
Y

Blanche, according to Breen, 
was “both justified and un¬ 
punished.” The censor did not 
trust the audience to con¬ 
demn Stanley’s action. He in¬ 
sisted that the script lead 
them, without equivocation, 
to this conclusion. 

Gay angle nixed 

Everyone involved in the 
production — Warner Bros., 
producer Charles K. Feld¬ 
man, Kazan, and Williams — 
conceded from the outset that 
the gay angle had to go. 
Grey’s sexual proclivities 
were made fuzzy (enough so 
that two attendees of a recent 
screening didn’t realize that 
Grey was homosexual). 

Correspondence between 
Breen and studio head Jack 
Warner indicates that after 
receiving approval for a mut¬ 
ed version of the character, 
Kazan and Williams tried to 
sneak stronger hints that 
Blanche’s husband was gay 
back into the script. Breen 
found the revisions “com¬ 
pletely unacceptable” because 
“they inescapably suggest that 
the Grey boy is a sex per¬ 
vert.” 

Hollywood censorship was 
more a continuous negotia¬ 
tion than a series of outright 
edicts. In this instance, the 
censor prevailed. The revised 
Grey sequence was never 
shot, which is why calling the 
Castro print “restored” is a bit 
of a misnomer. (Kazan made 
do with Blanche’s line that 
“There was something about 
the boy ... a nervousness, a 
tenderness,” and the big give¬ 
away to attentive ’50s audi¬ 
ences: he attempted to write 
poetry.) 

Breen’s letter to Warner 
closed, ominously, “You real¬ 
ize, of course, that our final 
judgment will be based on 
the finished picture.” As it 
turned out, the Breen Office, 
having laid down the law dur¬ 
ing the script phase, had few 
qualms about the end result. 

Breen no problem 

In his autobiography, 
Kazan recalled a conversation 
about Streetcar with 20th 
Century-Fox chief Darryl F. 
Zanuck, who told him why 
the Breen Office wasn’t a 
problem: “We pay those guys. 
They’re there to help us get 
pictures done, not prevent 
us.” But Zanuck knew there 
was more to consider. “What 
about the Catholic Church, 
what about the Legion of De¬ 
cency?” he asked Kazan. 

Although two Catholics 
wrote most of the Code, the 
Church had an uneasy rela¬ 
tionship with the studios. The 
moguls devised the Code re¬ 
luctantly in 1929-30 in re¬ 
sponse to Church pressure, 
then ignored the document 
for the next four years. 

With Catholics represent¬ 
ing approximately 20 percent 
of the theatre-going audience, 
the Church’s own movie-rat¬ 
ing bureau, the Legion of De¬ 
cency, was, from the ’30s into 
the ’60s, its ace in the hole 
with producers. The Legion 
rated pictures from “A” to “C” 
(for “Condemned”); a C rating 
could be as economically 
detrimental as an X or an 
NC-17 is today. 

Kazan felt that he had Jack 
Warner’s “word” that the stu¬ 
dio would release the Breen- 
approved edit, but the threat 
of losing a sizable portion of 
the audience caused Warner 


to instigate, behind his direc¬ 
tor’s back, the cuts — 12 of 
them, totaling about four min¬ 
utes — just now being re¬ 
stored. The footage was 
found in a Southern Califor¬ 
nia vault in 1989. 

Stella's sultry walk 

The Church’s objections to 
Streetcar are interesting, and 
speak to its lack of faith in its 
constituents’ ability to view 
“immorality” and not suc¬ 
cumb, and to its determina¬ 
tion to manipulate media 
messages into homilies for 
the masses. (Anyone who 
thinks the Church’s zeal in 
this area has abated need only 
recall Los Angeles Cardinal 
Mahony’s call for the Code’s 
restoration.) 

When Stella returns to 
Stanley after he beats her, 
she’s clearly in denial, a state 
of mind Kazan illustrated 
with a sultry walk down the 
stairs from her neighbor’s 
apartment to her shouting 
(“Steeelllla!) husband. At the 
bottom of the stairs, she 
bends over his shoulders and 
he picks her up and carries 
her back into their apartment. 
The expression on Hunter’s 
face during her walk conveys 
just how much in denial she 
is — and that lust is partially 
fueling the condition. 


Kazan and 
Williams tried 
to sneak 
stronger hints 
that Blanche's 
husband was 
gay back into 
the Streetcar 
script. 


The walk was cut because 
the Legion felt that audiences 
might be “confused” and 
think the film was somehow 
endorsing her return to Stan¬ 
ley rather than illuminating 
her mindset. The play’s clos¬ 
ing scene, in which Stella re¬ 
turns to Stanley despite the 
realization that he raped 
Blanche, had already been al¬ 
tered under Breen. Even in 
the “restored” version, 
Williams’ perspective on Stel¬ 
la is lost: She still grabs her 
baby and recites the code¬ 
pleasing “We’re not going 
back there. Not this time. 
We’re never going back...” 

Beyond the fact that it had 
no business (except that the 
studios allowed it) performing 
line and scene edits in secu¬ 
lar cultural products, the 
Church overreacted by not ac¬ 
knowledging the mitigating 
factors — including its own 
teachings—that diluted movie 
“messages.” The Legion and 
Code censors were also too 
narrow in their interpreta¬ 
tions, tending to ignore con¬ 
text, not unlike monitors of 
violence today who cannot 
differentiate between a car¬ 
toon bopping and a ruthless 
massacre. Or between vio¬ 
lence for the sake of violence 
and its use as social commen¬ 
tary. 

With the Church, what 
might have been a reasonable 
expression of disagreement 
with media products (an activ¬ 
ity in which many gays en¬ 
gage) became outright 
thought control — not only of 
its adherents but the whole 
country. In the absence of 



countervailing pressure, Hol¬ 
lywood capitulated, as did 
some producers in the 1980s 
when Donald Wildmon of the 
American Family Association 
appeared to have more sup¬ 
port than he actually did. 

What was lost 

Most critics in the 1950s 
agreed that, despite the inter¬ 
ference, the impact of Street¬ 
car was nearly the same on¬ 
screen as onstage. In a recent 
TV interview, Kim Hunter 
said she could barely notice 
the difference between the 
original and restored film ver¬ 
sions. 

That Kazan maneuvered 
around Breen and the Legion 
does not excuse their med¬ 
dling — it just means he was 
clever where others often 
weren’t. Gay viewers in partic¬ 
ular should be attuned to sim¬ 
ilar mechanisms still operating 


today. 

Because homosexuality was 
so often presented as a “prob¬ 
lem” rather than a facet of life, 
it was easy for producers to 
delete it and still “preserve” a 
work’s major themes. This 
happened to The Children’s 
Hour (the 1936 version); 
Crossfire (in which anti- 


Semitism substituted for ho¬ 
mophobia); and Tea and Sym¬ 
pathy. 

In the more recent Fried 
Green Tomatoes, lesbianism 
is not a “problem,” but the 
physical component to Ruth 
and Idgie’s relationship was 
downplayed in the movie, so

A Woman Who Wants 

Secrets of a Sparrow 
by Diana Ross; Villard Books, $22 



Diana's biography is an odd mix of gossip, egocentrism, and 
pseudo-philosophy.

I nitially, I thought the ti¬ 
tle of Diana Ross’ mem¬ 
oirs, Secrets of a Spar¬ 
row, was a reference to 
Edith Piaf. That appalled me. 
How dare Diana Ross com¬ 
pare herself to the Little 
Sparrow? Well, I thought, she 
is an unabashed egomaniac. 
Then a quarter into the book, 

I read that Ross’ mother 
called her Sparrow when she 
was a girl because she sang 
around the house so much. 
And I felt bad for jumping to 
conclusions like everyone else 
does when it comes to Ross. 

In between the self-aggran¬ 
dizing glamorous photographs 
and sentimental stream-of- 
consciousness poetry, Secrets 
of a Sparrow is the story of a 
woman who wants. From De¬ 
troit’s Brewster housing pro¬ 
jects to international fame as 
the lead singer of history’s 
most successful girl group the 
Supremes, from sidewalk sin- 
galongs to Lady Sings the 
Blues, from growing up in a 
large family to having five 
children of her own, Ross is 
ambitious every step of the 
way. And in desperate need 
of a spin doctor: On top of be¬ 
ing an African-American 
woman, she is notoriously dif¬ 
ficult. 

This book does little to 
make Ross likable. Rather 
than directly confront the 
charges leveled against her, 
she takes a namby-pamby 
new age route. She is much 
more interested in conveying 


philosophical impressions and 
tenets than tackling facts 
head-on. Therefore, Ross 


spends about 20 pages too 
many on her 1983 Central 
Park concerts, turning a 


fundraising event gone sour 
into a stretched metaphor for 
survival. Innocently describ¬ 
ing standing on stage in the 
midst of a driving rainstorm 
as a “wet dream,” Ross seems 
unaware that she’s making a 
mountain out of a molehill. 
During the last quarter of the 
book, Ross gives up story¬ 
telling and goes on and on 
about the joys of motherhood. 
Fans wondering what she’s

been up to the past few years 
will find the tidbits about 
forming her own business 
and entering the movie pro¬ 
duction arena interesting, but 
most readers will find the we- 
are-the-world feel-good breed¬ 
er pep talk about as interest¬ 
ing as a brick. 

Black and Proud 

More interesting are her 
tales of recording at Hitsville 
USA, the small house in De¬ 
troit where all of those fantas¬ 
tic Motown records were 
made, and of racism in the 
South during the ’60s. Ross is 
often chastised for being too 
white. She is married to a 


Norwegian. Her tinny voice is 
not soulful like contemporary 
Aretha Franklin’s. And she 
and the Supremes were al¬ 
ways so prim and proper on 
television: matching wigs and 
outfits, dance routines, well- 
mannered and palatable to 
the American public. This im¬ 
age makes reading about a 
racially motivated sniper at¬ 
tack on the Supremes’ tour 
bus in Georgia even more 
shocking and is further proof 
that you can’t appease bigots. 
When Ross describes avoid¬ 
ing restaurants because of the 
threat of violence, her look-at- 
the-bright-side attitude, so an¬ 
noying elsewhere, suddenly 
rings with poignancy. And 
the Supremes performing 
“Somewhere” on The 
Tonight Show in response to 
the assassination of Martin 
Luther King Jr. must have 
been powerful. Throughout 
this book, Ross is black and 
proud; she says it loud, com¬ 
manding respect. 

But can I respect her for 
shoving former fellow 
Supreme Mary Wilson during 
a reunion performance on na¬ 
tional TV? Ross doesn’t refer 
to the event. She does apolo¬ 
gize in her own way for at¬ 
tempting to take charge at 
former fellow Supreme Flo 
Ballard’s funeral in 1976, but 
rather than accepting respon¬ 
sibility for creating what 
sounds like a truly awful me¬ 
dia circus, she points fingers 
at Ballard’s family. In Ross’ 
eyes, Berry Gordy is a genius 
control freak. As the head of 
Motown, Gordy was instru¬ 
mental in her success. Her 
tongue-lashings seem childish 
here. And all of those mean 
books about her? Well, they 
hurt, but the spiritually fine- 
tuned Ross even puts pain in 
a positive perspective. ▼

much so that a slew of straight 
callers to two San Francisco 
radio shows denied there was 
any sexual element at all. 
Meanwhile, down in Los An¬ 
geles a gay organization 
(GLAAD) gave the film an 
award for sensitively repre¬ 
senting lesbian characters. 

With Streetcar, Tomatoes 
and other films, Hollywood 
has pulled off an amazing 
sleight of hand: discerning au¬ 
diences can figure out what is 
going on while others are 
spared the disagreeable expe¬ 
rience of having to acknowl¬ 
edge homosexuality. 

Variations of this occur 
whenever scriptwriters com¬ 
promise characters to suit per¬ 
ceived audience expectations, 
or when, as with Inside Daisy 
Clover (Robert Redford), Six 
Degrees of Separation (Will 
Smith) and Interview With 
the Vampire (Tom Cruise), ac¬ 
tors refuse to play a gay role 


or situation as originally con¬ 
ceived. Armistead Maupin’s 
determination to withhold 
Tales of the City until he was 
assured it would not be dilut¬ 
ed was a welcome coun¬ 
tertrend. 

Movie censorship was and 
is part of larger efforts at era¬ 
sure. The wish to remove the 
lesbians from a ranch in Mis¬ 
sissippi (“We shouldn’t have to 
see these things,” a recent TV 
talk-show guest decreed), the 
myriad anti-gay amendments 
around the country, and the 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” mili¬ 
tary policy are contemporary 
manifestations of an age-old 
wish to render homosexuals 
and homosexuality invisible. 

We’re getting better at sub¬ 
verting the process, though not 
without some backlash. The 
parts of Streetcar Warner 
Bros, was unable to restore 
serve as a reminder of the 
days when we were as silent 
offscreen as on. ▼

E ven before they 
could talk, movies re¬ 
lied heavily upon mu¬ 
sic for impact. Back¬ 
ground scoring can telegraph 
the director’s intentions and 
lead us to the proper re¬ 
sponses. 

At their best, soundtrack 
albums can stand alone as ei¬ 
ther extended pieces of mu¬ 
sic, or as souvenirs of a mem¬ 
orable cinema experience. 
The following is a list of im¬ 
portant new releases: 


Baraka 

Original music by 
Michael Stearns 
Milan/BMG 

Baraka is an ancient Sufi 
word whose simplest transla¬ 
tion means blessing. Director 
and cinematographer Ron 
Fricke’s film is a largely non¬ 
verbal meditation on that 
theme. The breathtaking visu¬ 
als cry out for suitable music 
and composer Michael 
Stearns was a good choice for 
the scoring duties. His own 
music is, largely, pastiche, but 
this is borrowing of the high¬ 
est order. The results are 
mesmerizing. 

Better still, is Stearns’ taste 
in assembling some of the 
most important voices in new 
age and world music. Dead 
Can Dance is heard with the 
likes of David Hykes and The 
Harmonic Choir, Somei 
Satoh, Brother and Inkliyo 
(Land of the Incas). 


The Piano 
Michael Nyman 
Virgin Records 

Director Jane Campion 
took a chance when she asked 
Michael Nyman to compose 
the score for her intensely 
imagined film about a mute 
woman’s passion. Nyman is 
famous, or infamous, for his 
partnership with filmmaker 
Peter Greenaway and a string 
of surreal movies that rival 
the legendary collaboration of 
Nino Rota and Federico Felli¬ 
ni. 

The Piano is worlds away 
from The Cook, the Thief, 
His Wife & Her Lover, Pros- 
pero’s Books and The 
Draughtsman’s Contract. 
Suitably, the composer has 
softened his sometimes abra¬ 
sive style and caustic wit to 


create a score of surprising 
variety and lyricism. 

Nyman admits his initial 
uncertainty, but felt every¬ 
thing fell into place when he 
remembered that the heroine 
is from Scotland, so it would 
make good sense to base the 
music on Scottish folk and 
popular songs. 

The results are wholly 
original and repay frequent 
listening. The assembled mu¬ 
sicians, members of the Mu¬ 
nich Philharmonic Orchestra 
and star players from the 
Michael Nyman Band, make 
a big sound that is as dreamy 
and riveting as the film itself. 


Philadelphia

Whatever they tell you 
about this movie, and I mean 
everyone from the critics to 
Larry Kramer, it packs a 
punch. With or without a 
commemorative soundtrack, 
Philadelphia is hard to for¬ 
get. 

In a move that could only 
be called optimistic, Epic 
Soundtrax has released two 
discs. One, now standard, is 
the pop hybrid going for a hit 
single. The other is a more 
traditional serving of original 
music cues by Howard Shore. 

I would opt for the former. 
Bruce Springstein and Neil 
Young wrote two new songs 
for the opening and closing 
credits, Peter Gabriel con¬ 
tributes Lovetown and 
Pauletta Washington, Sade, 
Ram, Indigo Girls and Spin 
Doctors all make memorable 
guest appearances. 

Best of all (for me) and 
bravely, for Director Jonathan 
Demme, the Maria Callas ren¬ 
dition of “La Mamma Morta” 
from Andrea Chenier is in¬ 
cluded. That shattering mo¬ 
ment is also on the instru¬ 
mental soundtrack, but sand¬ 
wiched between the other vo¬ 
cals, where it makes an even 
greater effect. A remarkable 
moment from a noteworthy 
film. 


Schindler's List 
John Williams MCA 
Records, Inc. 

I haven’t seen Spielberg’s 
magnum opus yet, but that

won’t deter me from praising 
John Williams’ beautifully re¬ 
strained score. 

With music cues like Im¬ 
molation (With Our Lives, 
We Give Life), one might ex¬ 
pect the agonies of wartime 
Shostakovich, or the brooding 
of a Henryk Gorecki. But the 
director has, reportedly, 
reined in his operatic tenden¬ 
cies for this horrific material, 
and Williams has followed 
suit with a gently nostalgic 
score, punctuated by intensely 
felt violin solos by Itzhak 
Perlman.

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Track Relay Squads Forming 



Based on new instructions 
from Gay Games IV track 
and field organizers, the 
names of relay team mem¬ 
bers must be submitted to 
New York prior to the start 
of the Games. 

Athletes who have regis¬ 
tered for relays but have not 
submitted their names as part 
of a team will automatically 
be assigned to a relay squad 
by Gay Games officials. “Non- 
aligned” runners will be as¬ 
signed based on age group, 
city, state and country. Those 
teams will be final. According 
to the meet director, no one 
will be able to show up in 
New York and decide which 
relay team they want to be 
on. 

San Francisco’s Gay 
Games track and field coordi¬ 
nator Rick Thoman claims 
the information will help the 
Games organizers run a bet¬ 
ter meet. “This will eliminate 
the frenzy of dashing about 
trying to pick and choose a 
relay team to run on,” said 
Thoman. “You’ll either know 
going to New York who 
you’ll be running with, or 
you’ll show up and find your 
team from a list. You won’t 
be standing around wonder¬ 
ing if you’ll get to run and 
with whom.” 


The relay teams for San 
Francisco will be decided 
through a series of “run-offs” 
to be held during the follow¬ 
ing practice sessions: Feb. 20, 
22, 24, and 27. 

“This gives runners four 
different opportunities to let 
us know they’re serious about 
running the relay,” explained 
Thoman. “If an athlete has 
registered for the relays but 
can’t make it to one of the 
practices, they should call me 
(415-550-7966) and at least let 
me know what they plan to 
run in New York.” 

Thoman said the “run-offs” 
will help determine the make¬ 
up of the relay teams, but he 
stressed that anyone regis¬ 
tered will get to run in New 
York. “We can take as many 
relay teams as we have run¬ 
ners for,” he remarked. 

“We want to put together 
the best relay teams possible 
for the Games,” stated 
Thoman, “and once we do 
that, we can start on baton 
hand-offs, which will be cru¬ 
cial in New York.” 

Hold on the Gold 

San Francisco has 
achieved Gay Games fame for 
its relay teams. SF has the 
fastest times in both the 
4x100 and 4x400 relays for 


the Gay Games. There are de¬ 
fending gold medalists in al¬ 
most every age group for all 
relays (including the 4x200). 
Several times SF runners not 
only captured the gold medal, 
but the silver or bronze as 
well. 

Previous Gay Games have 
shown Los Angeles and Aus¬ 
tralia to be San Francisco’s 
closest competition, but 
Thoman feels San Francisco 
will be strong enough to 
bring home the gold in each 
age group in each relay. “At 
least that’s our goal and we’ll 
be working hard to make it a 
reality,” he vowed. 

To reach their perfor¬ 
mance peak in June, the San 
Francisco Track & Field 
Club began training on the 
track one month earlier than 
last season and three months 
earlier than the last Gay 
Games (1990). And the work¬ 
outs are paying off, as several 
athletes are proving at the UC 
Berkeley All-Comers meets. 

Rob Lenderink and Va¬ 
lerie Scott have run personal 
best times at consecutive 
meets, and Gwynn Villegas 
has been lowering his time in 
the 400 meters at each meet. 
“We’re doing a fantastic job at 
the meets,” observed co-coach 
Frank Demby. “And it looks 


like everyone is on track for 
some excellent performances 
in New York in June.” 

Also posting good marks 
at the Berkeley event's for the 
SFT&FC are Lafe Fowler, 
Reggie Snowden, Jesse Al- 
caraz and Michele Lewis, 
with more teammates ready 
to join in before the All-Com¬ 
ers series ends February 26. 

Thoman also noted that 
the team will be ordering run¬ 


ning uniforms in conjunction 
with the SF marathon team 
by the end of February. All 
track and field athletes should 
contact Thoman at (415) 550- 
7966 regarding uniform in¬ 
quiries/orders.

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Avoiding Osteoporosis

I n recent years, consid¬ 
erable attention has 
been paid to the role 
that exercise and diet 
can play in preventing, or 
slowing down the process of 
osteoporosis in adults. 
Though most people think of 
the bones in their bodies as 
permanent structures, they 
are, in fact, living, dynamic 
tissue that is constantly in the 
process of renewal and change. 
Environmental influ¬ 
ences, such as changes in hor¬ 
mone levels, stress and diet, 
can affect the quality and 
quantity of these structures 
we tend to take for granted. 
By the time we’ve reached 
our third decade of life (be¬ 
tween the ages of 20 and 30 
years), our bone mass has 
reached its peak develop¬ 
ment. From that time on, 
bone loss sets in. Though cer¬ 
tain groups are more suscep¬ 
tible to osteoporosis than oth¬ 
ers, all people lose some bone 
mass as they grow older. 
This is one reason why 
younger people, particularly 
females, are encouraged to 
build bone strength as much 
as possible before the onset of 
age and inevitable physical 


decline. 

The most obvious result of 
bone loss is a fracture, most 
commonly that of the fore¬ 
arm, hip or vertebrae. A frac¬ 
ture can be devastating for an 
elderly person as their heal¬ 
ing time may be slower than 
that of a younger adult, and 
the time spent in bed can con¬ 
tribute to a loss of energy and 
physical vitality. According to 
the American College of 
Sports Medicine (Certified 
News, 12/93), as many as one 
in six people with hip frac¬ 
tures die, and probably a 
third are permanently debili¬ 
tated. In extreme conditions, 
osteoporosis can cause “dowa¬ 
gers hump,” a crushing of the 
vertebrae which results in 
bent posture. 

Risk factors 

Research indicates that 
certain people are more at 
risk than others for bone de¬ 
generation simply by virtue 
of gender or race. Women, 
for instance, are more likely 
to suffer bone loss when their 
estrogen levels drop as a re¬ 
sult of menopause. Apparent¬ 
ly, Caucasians and Asians are 
more at risk than Blacks. Os- 
(Continued on next page) 
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known to be high in phospho¬ 
rus. However, Boron, a little 
known mineral, may actually 
increase bone mineral density 
in post-menopausal women. 
This mineral can be found in 
fruits and vegetables, particu¬ 
larly grapes. 


Research shows that activ¬ 
ity level is directly related to 
bone health. Athletes (except 
those mentioned above) have 
been known to have higher 
bone densities than inactive 
individuals. Most training 
studies demonstrate that aer¬ 
obic, weight-bearing exercise 
such as walking, running or 
aerobic dance can increase 
bone mass or reduce the rate 
of bone loss. Though exer¬ 
cise therapy is unlikely to of¬ 
fer more than a 10 percent in¬ 
crease in bone mass, that may 
be enough to prevent debili¬ 
tating fractures as we get old¬ 
er. More recent training stud¬ 
ies suggest that resistance 
weight training can prevent 
bone loss, since the loads on 
the lumbar vertebrae, for ex¬ 
ample, may be five to six 
times that produced when 
walking. One study cited by 
the ACSM reports an 8.8 per¬ 
cent increase in axial bone 
density. The group in this 
study that did no exercise had 
a significant reduction in 
bone mineral density for the 
same twelve-month period. 
Exercise, however, is only 
likely to be effective if aug¬ 
mented by proper nutrition. 

Though all individuals suf¬ 
fer bone loss as a result of ad¬ 
vancing age, women are at 
greater risk than men because 
of the hormonal changes asso¬ 


ciated with menopause. In 
addition, cigarette smoking, 
excessive intakes of protein 
and soda consumption will 
contribute to bone loss. On 
the other hand, increased con¬ 
sumption of foods rich in cal¬ 
cium, vitamin C and boron, in 
conjunction with weight bear¬ 
ing activities, will insure bone 
health by reducing the rate of 
bone loss and increasing the 
density of bone tissues. T

(Continued from previous page) 
teoporosis is also one of the 
few diseases where over¬ 
weight people are actually at 
less risk than those who are 
underweight for their height. 
In addition, certain drugs, 
such as thyroid hormones and 
corticosteroids are associated 
with bone breakdown. It’s 
also bad news for cigarette 
smokers, since smoking 
seems to harm bone health by 
increasing the metabolic 
clearance of estrogen. 

Since estrogen has a pro¬ 
tective effect on bones, a drop 
in estrogen has been shown 
to greatly affect the amount 
of dense bone matter lost. 
During the five years follow¬ 
ing menopause, for example, 
there is on average a 3.4 per¬ 
cent loss in the second year 
following menopause, but 
only a 0.7 percent drop in the 
fourth year. Much later, in 
the ninth year following 
menopause, there is an aver¬ 
age of 0.8 percent loss. Wom¬ 
en who undergo premature 
menopause are at risk for os¬ 
teoporosis at an earlier age. 
This unfortunately seems to 
be the case for women who 
develop amenorrhea (an ab¬ 
sence of menses), which is 
frequently associated with a 
reduction in estrogen. Ironi¬ 
cally, though exercise is gen¬ 
erally helpful in maintaining 
bone health, female athletes 
who engage in intense train¬ 
ing (which sometimes halts 
the menstrual cycle), have of¬ 
ten exhibited lower bone den¬ 
sities than is normal for their 
age. And estrogen replace¬ 
ments, a common treatment 
for the discomforts of 
menopause, have come into 


question lately as the result of 
studies that show they in¬ 
crease the risk of breast can¬ 
cer. The debate over estro¬ 
gen replacements rages on, 
with strong supporters on 
both sides of the argument. 


Though 
certain 
groups are 
more 

susceptible to 
osteoporosis 
than others, 
all people lose 
some bone 
mass as they 
grow older. 


Because a deficiency of cal¬ 
cium during periods of bone 
growth will result in weaker 
bones, adequate calcium in¬ 
take during childhood and 
adolescence is critical. 
Though it’s too late for most 
of us to beef up our bone 
health, we can still prevent 
further loss by incorporating 
calcium-rich foods, such as 
low-fat dairy products, broc¬ 
coli, leafy greens and nuts 
and seeds into our diet. Fac¬ 
tors known to increase bone 
loss are high intakes of phos¬ 
phorus and protein, and low 
intakes of Vitamin C, magne¬ 
sium, and boron. Soda 
drinkers should beware, as 
carbonated beverages are
